AMENDMENTS TOO SLOW. 


Present Conditions Admitted to 
Be Intolerable and New Or- 
ganic State Law Only 

Escape. 


~ 


Citizens of Chicago‘and of Illinois at large 
are deciaring the urgent necessity for a new 
state constitution. The views of representa- 
tive men have been secured and are present- 
ed herewith by Tus TRIBUNBE. 

Almost without exception those who have 
set forth their positions on this question, ad- 
mitted to be vital to every citizen in Llinois, 
approved of the present movement. 

They hold that the present constitution 
has outgrown its usefulness and is no longer 
adequate for Illinois, and especially for Chi- 
cago. It is;pointed out that the document 
may have béen a model at the time it was 
framed, but it was fitted to conditions exist- 
ing thirty years ago, before even the most 
farseeing and progressive among its authors 
comprehended the possibility of the great 
growth of Illinois and this city fn the last 
two decades. 


Chains City to the Past. 

The conditions of Chicago have been so 
changed by the expansion during ' recent 
years that it is held the constitution now in 
force is nothing less thana chain binding the 
city to past decades and preventing progress. 
This is admitted to be an intolerable state of 
affairs. | 

While a few believe amendments to the 
present constitution could be so framed as to 
give the needed relief, nearly all hold that 
the framing of a new constitution to take the 
piace of the old document is. an absolute 
necessity. 

The suggestion that the power of amend- 
ment granted by the present charter is suffi- 
cient to. meet the needs of the state is met 
with the potnt that only\one such addition 
to the document may be made at one time. 
This would, it is held, prevent Chicago from 
securing the needed reforms in the life of the 
present generation. 


Jealousy in the Country Denied. 

The point is made that the jealousy said 
jto exist between city and country over the 

for a new conetitution is ground- 
eos. The city has no desire to force un- 
@esirable enactments on the country. Neith- 
et has the country a desire to prev_nt spe- 
lal provisions on which the necessary relief 
for Chicago may be obtained. It is urged 
hat city and country alike are sufferers 
under the present narrow and restricted pow- 
ets given by the constitution, and a new 
document is declared the only means of se- 
curing the necegsary relief. Then, too, it is 
admitted, the whole state takes pride in its 
metropolis and should hasten to relieve it 
of handicaps. 

The fact that the present constitution has 
\been in use in the state for a longer period 
-than its predecessor is frequently cited. And 
@ comparison of the growth of the state 
in the period prior to 1870 and the last thirty 
years is made with significant force by those 
favoring the sub tion of a new document.

IT CRIPPLES CHICAGO. 

' Ol Constitution Retards Business De- 
velopment of the City and Prevents 
Needed Municipal Improvements—Un- 
reasonable Not to Change. 

Chicago, Sept. 27.—[Editor of The Tribune. } 
—Your editorial on the need of a new con- 
stitution for Illinois is an incontrovertible 
argument for a constitutional convention. 
The effect of the present constitution on Chi- 
cago is to cripple its growth, retard its busi- 
ness development, and prevent much needed 
municipal improvements. 

Twenty years ago the First National bank 

put up a buiiding that was then in size large- 
ly in advance ofits requirements. Today the 
building is quite inadequate for the bank’s 
business and space nearly four times as large 
is being provided in its new building. 
- It would be as unreasonable to compel the 
bank by law to confine itself to its present 
quarters, at great inconvenience to itself and 
its customers, as to hamper the government 
of Chicago by continuing the present state 
constitution. Cities, like business corpora- 
tions, should be permitted to rise to their 
opportunities and whatever prevents them 
should surrender even if it is a state consti- 
tution.

ANARCHY IN THE BALKANS 


‘TURKISH ATROCITIES AROUSE 


RUSSIA AND AUSTRIA. | 


Daily Scenes in Macedonia and Alba- 
nia Reproduce the Crisis of Twenty- 
five Years Ago, Which Led the Pow- 
ers to Give the Ozar a Free Hand in 
Dealing with the Sultan and Rescu- 
ing the Bulgarians—Plain Talk tv 
the Porte. 

{BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.) 


LONDON, Sept. 27.—Public utterances re- 
garding the approaching crisis in Turkey 


and the Balkans are becoming more out- 


spoken. Russians and Bulgarians will cele- 
brate with great éclat in the next few days 
the emancipation of Bulgaria from the 
Turkish yoke. The Grand Duke Nicholas and 
Gen. Ignatieff will represent Russia in the 
military demonstration at Shipka, which 
will be on a scale of such magnificance that 
it is apparently intended to be of important 
political significance. ; 

It has been publicly pointed out this week 
thatthe Turkish atrocities in Macedonia, 
Albania, and Turkey itself now amowft to 
the same condition of anarchy which in- 
duced Europe to give Russia a free hand 
in rescuing the Bulgarians twenty-five years 
ago. 

It transpires also that serious delibera- 
tions have been conducted for several weeks 
between the cabinets of St. Petersburg and 
Vienna in regard to dealing with the grave 
situation which is imminent and well migh 
inevitable. 


Plain Talk to Turkey. 

It is plain language which was used in the 
semi-official Novoe Vremya yesterday/ when 
it said: 

o Turkey, which twenty-five years ago, 
was beaten by us and made to bite the dust 
and which, once crippled and exhausted, has 
ow recovered its strength, is boldly playing 
the same foul game with Europe as brought 
about the breakdown of the Constantinople 
conference of 1877. Does Turkey really be- 
tieve that anybody has confidence tn its con- 
stant assurances concerning the fantastic 
commissions which have been appointed to 
study the situation in Macedonia and carry 
out reforms? Does Turkey suppose that 
Russia sees any serious danger for the tran- 
quility of old Servia, merely because some 
brigands or others will not tolerate the erec- 
tion of @ Russian consulate at Mitrovitza? 

** However Turkey may try to deceive Eu- 
rope as to the true state of affairs, it is suffi- 
client for Europe, or, at all events, for our- 
selves, that this year the crisis in Macedonia 
and old Servia has lasted much longer than 
usual. 


Climax of Anarchy Reached. 

* During the last few years we have heard 
about Macedonia in the spring. There has 
regularly been a revolutionary movement 
there at that season. Last year the disturb- 
ances lasted half way through the summer, 
and afterwards some regrettable events took 
in old Servia. 

“ This year anarchy has reached its climax 
at the beginning of autumn, when:’as a rule, 
all is quiet in the Balkans. These are seri- 
ous symptoms which bode no good for the 
near future. Before‘all, they bode no good 
for Turkey. It is eminently desirable that 
the true situation should at last be realized 
at the Yildiz Kiosk, and that the sad lessons 
of history should be remembered before it 
is too late.’’ 


Effect of American Note. 

The diplomatic uneasiness over the whole 
near east situation continues to increase. 
It is probable, for this reason, that Secre- 
tary Hay’s note in regard to the treatment 
of the Roumanian Jews may fail to bring 
replies of greater defiriteness than a cour- 
teous acknowledgement from the continental 
powers. Roumania herself will be as trucu- 
lent as she dares, and it cannot be expected 
that there will be any real amelioration of the 
treatment of the Jews at present. The pun- 
ishment which sooner or later is certain ta 
bring the Roumanian government to its 
senses will be in the shape of financial! pen- 
alties and the refusal of banking concerns 
to float Roumanian government loans any- 
where in Europe. 


Astor Refused a Peerage. 

A curious story has been persistently cir- 
culated for several weeks in parliamentary 
circles in regard to Lord Salisbury’s retire- 
ment as prime minister of Great Britain. It 
is affirmed that the coronation honors pre- 
pared by Lord Salisbury included peerages 
for William Waldorf Astor and Sir Edward 
Lawson. King Edward peremptorily refused 
to approve these. Prime Minister Salisbury 
replied that they had been promised and he 
must insist. 

The king was not moved by this argument, 
whereupon Lord Salisbury retired a few 
days before the coronation and refused to 
attend the ceremony, giving as the reason 
his alleged ill health, for which at the time 
there was no foundation. 

This story was discredited when it first 
obtained circulation, but authorities now 
quoted have gained for it some credence. 


Everybody to Wear Spectacles. 


Recent inquiries by oculists and opticians 
in England and on the continent has de- 
veloped the opinion that a few generations 
hence there will scarcely be a man or woman 
not wearing glasses. A member of one of 
the leading firms of opticians declared to- 
day that they are now selling almost double 
the number of pairs of glasses that they 
did ten years ago. 


TO REPAIR MADISON STREET 
FROM STATE TO-THE AVENUE. 


Big Stores Adjoining the Thoroughfare 
Will Bear the Expense—Grooved 
Rails to Replace Dead Tracks. 


An asphalt pavement will be laid in’ Madi- 
son street, from State street to Michigan av- 
enue, within the next two months. The cost 


~will be borne by the owners of the property 


facing on the street, including Mandel Bros., 
Schiesinger & Mayer, and Montgomery 
Ward & Co., whose patrons have grown 
weary of driving over the rough granite 
blocks of the old pavement. 

A gang of 100 men, employed by the Chi- 
cago City railway company, began tearing 
up a dead track fn the street between State 
street and Wabash avenue last evening, pre- 
paratory to laying grooved rails in its place. 

“We have made several efforts to get the 
street railway company to put in grooved 
rafls on the cable line but have been unable 
to do so,” said Leon Mandel last evening. 
“The company first brought up the argu- 
ment that it expected its motive power to be 
changed in a short time, and did not want 
to spend the money at this time. Then it es- 
serted that the two curves in the cable track 
would make it necessary to have special rails 
for these points, entailing a great expense. 

“The old pavement had reached a point 
where we could not stand it any longer, and 
as the city did not have any money to make 
the improvement we have gone down in our 
own pockets for it. The contractors should 
be ready to go to work mn thirty days, and 
the paving ought to be completed in a week 
er two.” 


RUSSELL A, ALGER 
NAMED SENATOR. 


Michigan Governor Appoints 
the Former Secretary of 
War to Fill the 
Vacancy. 


D. M. FERRY DROPS OUT. 


Contest Between Factions Set- 
tled by Withdrawal of 
One After Day of 
Conferences. 


Detroit, Mich., Sept. 27.—[Speciai.}—Gov. 
Bliss late tonight appointed Russell A. Alger 
United States se r to fill the vacancy 
created by the death of James McMillen. 
The appointment was made by telegraph 
from Saginaw, the governor's message say- 


“I hereby tender you the appointment of 
United States senator from Michigan to fill 
the vacancy caused by the death of the late 
Senator James McMilian. 

“A. T. Buiiss, Governor.” 

Gen. Alger received the news of his ap- 
pointment by telephone. “I will probably 
accept,”’ he said. 

The action of Gov. Bliss was not unexpect- 
ed, in the light of events which had trans- 
pired earlier in the day. 


_D. M. Ferry Withdraws. 

D. M. Ferry, who was Ailger’s leading op- 
ponent, withdrew from the contest after a 
conference between his friends and Gov. 
Bliss, and after a lengthy personal interview 
between himself and Mr. Alger. 

Mr. Ferry’s card uncing his with- 
drawal was made public in the afternoon and 
read as follows: é 

“ Under existing conditions I have decided 
to withdraw my candidacy for the vacancy 
in the United States senate from this state. 
I believe that this course will tend to promote 
harmony and thus for the best interests of 
the republican party. 

‘Gen. Alger is a republican. He is also 
my friend and fellow townsman, and from 
this time forward I shall support his candi- 
dacy for the position named.”’ 


- Try to Let Ferry Down Easy. 

Efforts were made by the McMillan ma- 
ehine to let Ferry down easy. Representa- 
tives of Ferry met Gen. Alger’s friends and 
suggested a compromise by which Gov. Bliss 
should give Ferry an interim appointment 
until the meeting of the legislature next 
winter, when it was suggested Gen. Alger 
would be choserm for the balance of the term. 
The Alger forces would not agree to this. 
Alger and some of his chief Heutenants are 
favorahie.to. Bliss, and they figured that an 
acceptance of this suggestion would injure 
the governor’s chances of re#@lection this fall 
by creating the impression that he was 
under the thumb of the machine and com- 
pelled to follow its every dictate. ‘ 

Ferry Calls on Alger. 

The refusal of the Alger people to agree 
to this compromise was communicated to 
D. M. Ferry, with the result that the lat- 
ter called on Gen. Alger at his office shortly 
before noon. The pair were closeted to- 
gether for nearly half an hour and when 
Ferry left the general's office Alger knew 
that his rival had retired from the race 
and that he had clear sailing so far as that 
quarter was concerned. 

Reasons for Withdrawal. 

The crushing blow given the Ferry forces 
by the indorsement of Gen. Alger’s candi- 
dacy by the republican state convention at 
Grand Rapids last Thursday was not the 
only factor that figured in the withdrawal 
of Ferry. Prominent business men, friends 
of both Alger and Ferry, have been urging 
that Ferry withdraw. They realized that 
Alger had a big lead in the race, but,that 


' the fight if it continued would be a bitter 


one with the engendering of much ill feel- 
in 
among close business associates, with the 
possible result of such a division of forces 
that the senatorship would be lost to De- 
troit altogether. 

May Be Next Governor. 

The next gubernatorial nomination was also 
brought up at this forenoon’s conference be- 
tween the Alger and the McMillan-Ferry 
representatives. 

By a prominent Ferry man it is stated 
that the deal was made and that it was 
agreed by both the Alger men and the Bliss 
representatives that Mr, Ferry should be 
nominated for governor two years hence. 
On the other hand, the Alger people deny 
having entered into any such agreement. 


WIFE’S RULES ARE TOO SEVERE. 


Court Agrees with Husband That He 
Need Not Support Woman Who 
Deserted Him.

ADK RECEIVER FOR MINES. 


BOSTON CITIZENS APPEAL TO THE | 


COURTS TO END FAMINE. 


Coal Railroads as Well as Diggings 
They Urge Turned Over to Some One 
Whe Will Operate Them in the In- 
terests of the Public—Lack of Fuel 
Grows Serious All Over the East— 
Bituminous Prices Are Soaring— 
Cargo from France Arrives. 


Boston, Mass., Sept. 27.—[{Special.]—A 
committee of citizens today sought relief 
in the courts from the present coal shortage 
and high prices by asking for a receiver for 
the coal companies and coal carrying roads, 
A bill in equity was filed in the Supreme 
court against the following named-corpora- 
tions: 

The Philadelphia and Reading railroad 
company, the Central Railroad of New 
Jersey, the Lehigh Valley railroad company, 
the Delaware, Lackawanna and Western 
railroad company, the Delaware and Hudson 
company, the New York, Ontario and West- 
ern railroad, the Erie railroad company, 
the Pennsylvania Coal company, and the 
Philadelphia and Reading Iron and Coa) 
company. 

The petitioners ask that a receiver be 
appointed for the benefit of all concerned 
upon such terms and in such manner, and 
with such agents and servants, and with 
such rates of wages and other conditions 
of employment, and at such prices for goods 
produced and sold, as the court shall from 
time to time adjudge proper. 


Says People Have Rights. 

The bill is based upon the legal theory of 
the coal situation given by H. W. Chaplin. 
a lawyer. Mr. Chaplin says in support of 
his position: 

“* Since the public havea right in the mines, 
a right to have coal forthwith mined for im- 
mediate consumption, and have a right to 
have that coal immediately transported out 
of the mine regions by the coal carrying 
roads, a court of equity, if no other solution 
of the difficulty is open, has authority to, and 
upon the application of a representative pro- 
portion of the people undoubtedly would, ap- 
point a receiver or receivers to take the whole 
business and to run it.”’ 

Chaplin's theory is based om Judge Waite’s 
decision in the United States court om the 
Chicago grain eleyator cases. j 

A subpeena to serve on the defendants is 
to be taken ott on Monday, and it will prob- 
ably be returnable in November. |

Stone of Pennsylvania settle the coal 
strike by declaring the mines public property 
under the law of eminent domain, and op- 
erating them by the state for the general 
public. 
Gotham Soft Coal Soaring. 
New York, Sept. 27.—[Special.]—Soft coal 
is going up at the rate of 2 cents an hour. 


The price quoted this morning was $7.50 a. 


ton on board, while that of yesterday was 
$7. Retail uptown. dedlers were selling 
bituminous to householders as high as $10 
and $11 a ton, the latter being the highest 
price ever recorded for soft coal in this city. 

The first cargo of French coal ever shipped 
here arrived in port. The agent of a French 
company visited one of the largest whole- 
salers today and offered some bituminous at 
$4.45 a ton. He said that more French coal 
would be shipped to this port within a week. 

Not an ounce of anthracite is coming into 
town. To add to the demoralization of the 
fuel market, and the apprehension of the 
public, the weather forecaster predicts an 
approaching cold snap. A leading coal 
dealer said today: 

“There is no use in trying to quote prices 
now. The coal famine is upon us and there 
is no such thing as a fixed price... We have 
been ordered by some of our hotel and office 
building patrons to keep them supplied with 
coal regardless of the price. If we can get 
the coal we will keep them supplied if we 
have to pay $100aton. But we have not been 
ably to pick up a ton of anthracite in the 
market.in a week.’’ 

Yale Is Without Fuel. 

New Haven, Conn., Sept. 27.—[Special.]— 
The problem of securing coal for the Yale 
buildings is pressing. Fifteen dollars a ton 
was offered today for fifty tons and was re- 
fused. It is proposed to use either soft coal, 
gas, or oil. Boarding house keepers have 
doubled prices. 

Philadelphia Pays $20. . 

Philadelphia, Pa., Sept. 27.-—[Special.]— 
The few coal dealers who have any hard coal 
to sell reported a heavy demand today for 
the domestic sizes on the part of people who 
were only too glad to secure the fuel at $20 
a ton. 


SALOON MAN SHOT FATALLY: 
HE ACCUSES TWO NEIGHBORS. 


Charles Haupel Resists Robbers and Is 
Wounded, Dying in a Short Time— 
Cushing Brothers Suspected. 


Charles Haupel, a saloonkeeper at 8729 
South Morgan street, was shot and mortally 
wounded at 10:80 o’clock last night by two 
holdup men, who fired when Haupel re- 
sisted their attempt to rob him. 

Before he died Haupelregained conscious- 
ness and told the police that his assailants 
were Jack and Jim Cushing, brothers, who 
live at 8721 South Morgan street. Jim was 
arrested a short time after and denied that 
he was concerned in the matter. 

Detectives Wolf and Walsh were passing 
the place at 11 o’clock when Mrs. Eliza 
Dempster, who lives over the saloon, in- 
formed them that she had heard a shot a 
short time before and feared that the saloon- 
keeper had come to harm. When the de- 
tectives started to investigate they were met 
by a savage dog belonging to Haupel, and 
it was some time before they succeeded in 
making friends with the animal. 

When they finally entered the saloon they 
found the proprietor lying back of the bar, 
unconscious. A bullet had entered his shoul- 
der, and, ranging downward, had lodged 
in his right lung. A physician was called 
and Haupel was revived for a moment. 

“Jack and Jim Cushing did it,” he said. 
“ They tried to hold me up and I resisted.” 

Haupel then lapsed into unconscio 
and soon died. 

The police say that both of the Cushings 
have bad records. They were regular cus- 
tomers In the saloon, and as such would 
have had no trouble with the dog that threat- 
ened to attack the detectives.

RAYMOND’S BOOKS 
UNDER A SHADOW 


Notices Sent to Supposed De- 
linquent Taxpayers Re- 
sult in Startling 
Disclosures. 


ERRORS MAY NOT BE ALL. 


Treasurer Hastens to Announce 
the Collection of $125, 
000 Not Previous- 
ly Reported. 


In the strong tight thrown yesterday on the 
county treasurer's office by the replies of a 
hundred business men to the queries of Con- 
troller McGann’'s accountants, strange meth- 
ods of the tax collecting bodies were dis~ 
closed. 

Unless explanations can be made by the 
county officials the disclosures may be found 
more than strange. Laxity, incompetence, 
carelessness, and complete disorder were 
charged against the county treasurer's office 
as the result of the responses—all this being 
to the financial advantage of the county 
treasurer himeelf. 


City to Sue for Interest. 

This official is open to suit on his bond for 
failure to comply with the law requiring that 
reports of collections be made every ten days. 
It is previded that five days after his failure 
to make such reports he may be sued, and 
even removed from office. 

Preparation of one sult against Mr. Ray- 
mond for interest declared to have been re- 
tained in excess of legal allowance has been 
almost #ompleted by Corporation Counsel 
Walker and will soon be filed. 

If the provisions of the law requiring re- 
ports had been carried out as specified, the 
confusion and disorder 
found in the tax books would have been 
avoided. 

Raymond Makes Excuses. 

Mr. Raymond pleads that it is impossible 
to make out reports every ten days, as re- 
quired. He urges that he has neither the 
force nor the room to undertake such a 
task, and that it would be too expensive. 
In answer to this, Charies L. Ludlam, at 
present western manager of the Haskins & 
Sells accountants, points to the work of a 
railroad corporation or a bank. 

“ The county treasurer's office is like a pea- 
nut roaster beside a railroad locomotive 
when compared with a bank or a railroad 
corporation,” he said, “ and yet a bank can 
clear every day, and a railroad handling 
$75,000,000 a year can have its complete re- 
ports weekly.” 


Treasurer Finds Some Collections. 

The results.of the system in’ use in the 
office became apparent yesterday when the 
replies of business men to the accountants’ 
queries began to come in. When it became 
apparent that many of the property owners 
listed as delinquent would be found to have 
paid their taxes, the county tredsurer sent 


the $524,445 reported unpaid had been col- 
lected since the list had-been made up. 

Mr. Raymond said the city had been given 
this money. Mr. McGann had hig records 
examined and announced that if the payment 
had been made it was in such shape jt could 
not be recognized. 

“If Mr. Raymond has collected that money 
since he sent in the delinquent list last No- 
vember,’ said the controller, “it occurs to 
me that he ought to get busy sending the 
city its share of it. If he has turned if over 
he should be able to show that he hds done 
s0.”’ 

Peculiar Receipt from Galpin. 

Another development of yesterday’s inves- 
tigations will present a strange aspect until 
explained. Silver, Burdett & Co., book pub- 
lishers at 378 Wabash avenue, had been 
listed as delinquent to the amount of $981.44. 
The firm sent to the accountants a détailed 
statement of its tax matters, including re- 
ceipts for $441.26. 

One of the%e receipts was signed by H. K. 
Galpin, then assistant clerk of the board of 
review, Henry L. Hertz being chief clerk. 
Under what authority Mr. Galpin, now 
chief clerk of the board, could have ac- 
cepted this money and have issued a receipt 
for it is to be explained. 

“T do not believe it,” sald Mr. Hertz last 
night. ‘ I remember indistinctly that Silver. 
Burdett & Co. were heard on a complaint. 
I do not remember whether the assessment 
was reduced or not. But under no conditions

Great Crowds at Rally 
at Akron. 


TRUSTS AND THE TARIFF. 


Free Trade Not a Remedy for 
_ Oppressive Combinations . 

of Capital. 


Akron, .0., Sept. 
B.\Foraker and M. A. Hanna opened 
the Ohlo republican campaign here today 
and this evening, both speaking from the 
same platform. 

There were fully) 25,000 strangers in the 
city to hear the speeches. On the pletform 
were Senators Foraker and Hanna, Secre- 
tary of War Blihu Root, Gov. Nash, and 
Gen. Dick. 

Cleveland sent a delegation of 3,000 repre- 
senting the chamber of commerce and build- 
ers’ exchange. 

Parade in Six Divisions. 

Before the speaking there was a parade In 
six divisions. Nearly every city in northern 
and central Ohio was represented, Twerity- 
five bands enlivened the parade with music. 
The most notable feature was the Rail Split- 
ters from Toledo, who performed difficult 
evolutions along the line of march. 

‘The parade moved over the principal streets 


the speaking exercises were held, Here was 
gathered a crowd estimated at 20000. Judge 
W. H. Upson called the assemblage to order 
and prayer was offered by the Rev. R. A. 
Jones, a colored minister of this city. Gov. 
George K. Nash was introduced as the chair- 
man, but he made no speech. The famous 
Columbus Glee club of 125 members sang. 
after which the speaking commenced. 

Secretary Root was the first speaker. He 
urged upon the voters of Ohio the wisdom of 
electing the republican candidates for con- 
gress. He défended the policy of the Mc- 
Kinley and Roosevelt administrations in the 
Philippines. 

Secretary Root’s address was brief. In 
fact it was a pocket edition of his speech de- 
livered at Peoria, Ill., last Wednesday. 


Takes! Issue with Roosevelt. 

Senator Foraker made the principal ad- 
dress. He discussed the issues of the trusts, 
tariff revision, Cuban reciprocity, and ex- 
pansion, and commended in words of sincere 
praise the administration of President 
Roosevelt, 

The senior’ senator to some extent took 
issue with President Roosevelt on the ques- 
tion of dealing with the trusts. He argued, 
in brief, that the so-called trusts are nothing 
more than large corporations engaged in 
legitimate business, and that as such they 
are but the natural evolution of modern in- 
dustrial conditions. 

“They have becéme a feature of modern 
business conditions. the world over,’ de- 
clarei the senator, “and in consequence 
they are a special necessity here in the 
United States, where we are compelled to 
invade and capture foreign markets or 
slacken the pace at which we are going in 
the employment of labor and the develop- 
ment of our resources.” rs 

Will Regulate, Not Cripple. 

Senator Foraker declared that the repub- 
lican party would correct all evils wrought 
by these great combinations of capital, and 
would prevent and punish abuses. He did not 
refer to President Roosevelt's suggestion of 
a constitutional] amendment, but he stated 
with em that the democratic demand 


the height of folly, fraught with danger to 
the industrial world. The democratic rem- 
edy, he declared, was oniy another remedy 
for free trade. He admitted that it would 
stop the trusts, but said it would stop every- 
thing else. 

Senator Foraker favored a revision of the 
present tariff in all cases where changed busi- 
ness conditions made revision necessary or 
expedient. He urged the moral obligation of 
the United States ta assist Cuba by reciprocal 
trade advantages. He defended American 
rule in the Philippines, pointing to the favor- 
able results already shown in Porto Ricoand 
the Hawaiian islands, 

Senator Hanna’s Speeth. 

Senator Hanna followed Senator Foraker. 
He said his advice to the people of Ohio a 
year ago was to “let well enough alone.” 


‘| Today he said “ Stand pat.” He declared 


the republican party was not on the de 
fensive, either in Ohio, in the United States, 
or in the Philippines. He declared that the 
success of the democratic party would para- 
lyze the onward and upward march of prog- 
ress in the United States. To take away 
from congress the power to continue repub- 
lican policies would be to give notice to the 
American people that the party responsible 
for prosperity is t@ be displaced. Capital 
would at once take alarm, ané the wheels 
of commerce would slow down. 

Senator Hanna pleaded for reciprocity 
with Cuba, asserting that the United States 
was morally bound to assist the little re- 
public it had given to the world. 

In closing Senator Hanna spoke a few 
words in behalt of organized labor. He de- 
clared that the prosperity of the whole coun- 
try requires that labor must have its full 
share of the profits of industry. 

Senator Foraker’s Address. 

Senator Foraker was listened to with the 
closest attention by the large audience. His 
speech in full was as follows: 

“ Broadly stated, the issue this year is the 
republican party against the democratic 
party. The one is in; the otherisout. Shall 
the one that is in be kept In, or shall the 
situation be reversed? Shall we continue ex- 
isting policies or shall we repudiate them? 
That is the question, and it shou'd turn upon 
what these parties are respectively doing 
and proposing to do. It is not hard to an- 
swer for the republican party, but who can 
speak for democracy? 

“In 1896 they had a leader and a platform, 
but the people repudiated both. It was the 
same in 1900. Since then it has been differ- 
ent. W. C. Whitney was recently quoted as 
saying that they have neither a man to lead 
nor principles to espouse. Thé record lends 
comlirmation to the statement. 

“In 1900 the democrats of Ohio enthustas- 
tically supported Mr. Bryan and his piat- 
form.

Republicans to Correct Evils.

It would prob- 
ably stop the trusts, but only because it 
would at the same time stop everything elee. 
It would not only be free trade, but it wou'd 
We free trade in a most aggravated form. 
Who would determine, and how, h com- 
panies were trusts and which re not? 
‘Confusion worse confounded ' would reign. 
For ilietration, the United States Sice!l cor- 
poration, the largest of all the great combi- 


nations, woukd doubtless be held to be 


trust, within the meaning of such a law, but 
that company does not do one-ha‘f the busi- 
ness of this country of Hs kind. The remain- 
der le Gone by numerous emailer concerns, 
many of which would not be held to be trusts 
under such a law. If al the products in 
which it deals should be admitted duty free 
what would be the result? All alike, great 
ané ema:l, would. be placed at the mercy of 
European trusts. Under such competition 
all would suffer and most of them fall, but 
the weakest institutions, and, therefore, the 
mom innocent, would be the first to fall. If 
any survived i would be the strongest and 


the guiltiest. Disaster, wreck, and ruin 
would result. 

“This does not mean that we are 

to any kind of changé at any time in the 
tariff schedules and rates. On the contrary, 
we believe in tariff revision from time to 
time, as occasion may require, but it must 
always be on protection lines. 
“At the feundation of the protective pol- 
icy has always been the idea and claim that 
it would multiply industries, improve facili- 
ties, develop competition, and ultimately re- 
duce the cost of manufactures below their 
cost abroad. : 

“It has also always been a of this 
policy to reduce high rates of duty deemed 
necessary to secure the establishment of an 
industry as rapidly as its development and 
the cheapening of its product might allow. 

“Repeatedly since we ina rated this 
policy we have revised the schedules, in 
many cases reducing rates, in some increas- 
ing them, in others abolishing them entirely. 

“The republican party will not for light 
reasons disturb a law that has brought us 
such prosperity, but it will not hesitate when 
there is just occasion for doing so to make 
such amendments as conditions 
may demand. 


Cuba Is America’s Ward. 


“Cuba is our ward. She lies at our door. 
We will not allow her to have entangling re- 
lations with any other country. Wehavere- 
quired her by the Platt amendment to agree 
not to become so entangled. We have as- 
sumed a special responsibility for her. Her 
government has been established under our 
guidance and with our approval. We arere- 
sponsible for it before the world. If she is 
successful what we have done will reficct 
upon us the highest honor. If she should 
fail it will be our failure as well ashers. No 
matter how good the form of a government 
may be, there will be failures unless the peo- 
ple themselves are satisfied not simply with 
their political but also with their material 
and industrial conditions. 

“No people can be satisfied in these re- 
spects who are not prosperous, and no people 
can be prosperous, no matter how fertile 
their soil or how industrious and frugal they 
may be, unless they can find markets in 
which to sell what they produce. 

“When Cuba was separated from Spain 
she lost all her Spanish markets. She could 
turn from them only to us, but when she did 
so she found here such tariff rates of duty 
on her principal products of sugar and to- 
bacco, as well as on other articles, as to 
make it impessible to pay them and sell in 
our country except at a losa, She has, there- 
fore, been without marRfets. There is great 
loss and business depression in consequence. 

“ We cannot afford to allow such a condi- 
tion to continue, and we will not. Oneof the 
first acts, in my opinion, at the next session 
of congress will be to establish reciprocal ar- 
rangements between the United States and 
Cuba, either by the ratification of a com- 
mercial treaty or by the enactment of suit- 
able legislation. 


Democrats and Porto Rico. 


“ Almost the first declaration of the last 
democratic national platform was a denun- 
clation of the act that had then recently 
passed providing revenues and a civil gov- 
ernment for Porto Rico. Among other harsh 
things they said, speaking of this legislation, 
that ‘it dishonored the American people 
and condemned Porto Rico to poverty and 
distress.’ Only two years have passed, but 
this short period has been sufficient to 
demonstrate the injustice of this criticism 
and to fully windicate that work. 

“What we have been doing and are doing 
and are proposing to do in Porto Rico com- 
prehends not only good government, so far 
as its form and its burdens are concerned, 
but it comprehends also every kind of 
benevolence. Asylums, hospitais, and 
schools are but illustrations. Today, as a 
result of the two short years of such labor, 
where there were practically none before, 
we now have more than 50,000 Porto Rican 
children in attendance upon the public 
schools—all studying-Wwith greatest eager- 
neas of our language and our institutions. 

“They are rapidly becoming qualified ta 


} take charge of their own government in ali 


its departments, and the day is not far 
distant when we can have the great pleas- 
ure of intrusting it entirely to them. No- 
where in our history can you find an inci- 
dent of tHis general nature that reflects on 
our country greater honor. Every American 
should be proud of it, and every democrat 
should regret that he belongs to a party that 
has no part in it. 


Future of the Philippines. 


“The course of the democratic party with 
respect to the Philippines has been even 
worse. There wasroom for honest difference 
of opinion as to the wisdom of annexing 
them, but efter annexation was an accom- 
plished fact and we had in connection there 
with, as conditions of the treaty of peace 
with Spain, assumed obligations that com- 
pelled us to establish government and dis- 
charge other important duties that required 
us to remain there and enforce our quthority, 
there was but one course to pursue and that 
was to stay there and keep our promises.

At the adjournment of the trial in the

Two Army Corps Fight San- 


guinary Battle on Plains 
Near Fort Riley. / 


BLUES MAKE THE ATTACK 


“General Bates Directs First Les- 


son in Maneuvers—Militia 
‘to Join Monday. 


[BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT. } 

Fort Riley, Kas., Sept. 27.—[Special.}— 
Under command of Col. Kobbe, who only 
two months ago returned from the swamps 
of the Philippines, the army of the “ Blue” 
at Fort Riley today swept over the Kansas 
peservation and fought the army of the 
“Brown,” under command of Col. C. C. Carr, 
to a finish. 

Technically, two entire army divisions, 
Raving constructive strength of 24,000 
men, were in action. Hvery problem which 
would have confronted two opposing army 
corps in the field was met. For five hours 
the battle raged, the troops mowing their 
way through the blue stem grass, which 
Swept the backs of the horses, under a broil- 


ing sun. In the thick of the fight, moving | 


from hill to hill, as lines were shifted, rode 
Maj. Gen. Bates and his staff. Militiamen 
from more than a dozen states followed 
every movement, studying the methods of 
Uncie Sam’s regulars in action. There were 
major generals, brigade generals, and colo- 
nels and captains from Virginia, from New 
Mexico, from Texas, and from California. 


Battle Lasts Three Hours. 
On Monday an army of militiamen, 4,000 
strong, will march into camp, and then more 
extended maneuvers will begin. Today’s 
military problem dealt with the handling of 
an army's advance guard and the deploy- 
— of an entire division under the enemy's 
re. 


For three hours the troops scampered about 
the big 20,000 acre plot which composes the 
reservation, then, under the roar of artil- 
jery, the charging of cavairy and the rattle 
of infantry fire, the columns, looking like 
lines of midgets from the points of vantage 
afforded by the hills, plowed their way over 
the valleys and swales in the general ad- 
vance; then, when the opposing forces were 
200 yards from each other, divided by a 
bulky ridge, the umpires sent the command 


.“ eease firing" around the lines through the 


wigwaggers with the signal flags and the 
battle was ended. 

The marching force, when it swept down by 
rushes on the énemy and his roaring artil- 
lery,. formed a line of blue clad men extend- 
ing in a three mile front over the hills and 
ravines. On a plateau to the east the handful 
of cavalrymen and sweating artillerymen 
who wore the brown used every maneuver 
to check the advance of the “‘ Blue.’”’ 


Discuss Blunders of Day. 

Tonight in the big mess tent commanding 
officers and umpires are discussing the work 
of the day. Those guilty-of false steps are 
having their faults pointe@eut. These who 
handled their men thaf’ every 
advantage offered by the country was util- 
ized are being commended, for this ts a 
big school of military inetruction, and the 
problems of war are being discussed and 
taught just as a college student faces his 
Greek or his mathematics in the classroom. 
With all the fighting, there is never a formal 
decision as to which army has won, though 
the criticisms show the commanders that 


‘they may draw their own deduction. 


3 Blues Move to Attack. 

It was only a few minutes after 8 o’clock 
when the columns moved out from the big 
main camp. At the head of the line moved 
a battalion of engineers, fully equipped for 
field service. A squadron of the Fourth 
cavalry followed them. Then came the 
gix guns of thé Seventh battery, the entire 
Pighteenth regiment of infantry, and eight 
companies of the Twenty-second, the 
“doughboys” trekking over the dirt road 


on the double quick.. A bunch of men from 


the signal corps came next, followed by a 
string of wagons bearing ammunition and 
the picks and shovels needed for entrench- 
ment work. 

Six ambulances closed the column, telling 
the story of what marks the close of a real 
battle. 

A quarter of an hour later, and 3,500 men 
of all branches of the service filed down 
the road, swinging along after the manner 
of an army on a iong march. Sandwiched 
among the batteries moved the little line

Down the winding road, edged by its heavy 
growth of tr es, the column made its way. 
It passed out on the bank of the Republican 
river; the men, when seen from the heights 
above, looked like giant centipedes. 


“ Brown ” Army on Hills. 

Four miles away to the east on the edge 
of a plateau veiled by rolling hilis the army 
of the “ Brown” had taken up its position. 
Here Col. Carr had two squadrons of cav- 
alry and the Sixth battery with its six field 
guns. Behind was an imaginary army divis- 
lon of 10,000 men. ; 

From the heights above the river 
Bates watched his men. The army of 
“Biue” looked to be crawling along like a 
huge dragon. Then the bugles took up their 
music and turning abruptly to the east, the 
atfmy made its way through the deep 
ravines.

Signal Men Work ‘Hard. 


On the hills, which lend to the country an 
air of the kopjes of the south African veldt, 
signal men had been hard at work. Wig- 
waggers were sending information from one 
end of the line to the other with their waving 
flags. Another squad was flashing its helio- 
graphs as if a real campaign was being 
waged. 

The medical corps had set up their dress- 
ing stations where wounded men are given 
their first examination before being sent to 
the general hospitals.

NEED OF MONEY URGENT. 


International Relations Strained 


and High Interest Fails to 
_ Attract Gold. 


{BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 

New York, Sept. 27.—[Special.}—It. has 

been a harrowing week in Wail street and 
the cupful of of] which the restoration of 
the excess reserve of the banks offered will 
not render smooth the speculative waters. 
' There is still urgent need. for money. The 
banks themselves want it, and they will get 
it from their call-loan borrowers. More ac- 
counts will be called this week, and it is the 
prediction that a great deal of money will be 
required to round the month's business. As 
to stock speculation, it looks gloomy for the 
time being fer those whose commitments 
are beyond their resources, 

But for the crop prospects tnternational 


‘financial relations would be strained. Cable 


advices indicate that London, Paris, and 
Berlin are beginning to watch closely tho 
trend of affairs at this center. While it is 
believed the foreigners have not an adequate 
notion of the structural strength of the busi- 
ness conditions, the result is the same so far 
as their opinion of money lending is con- 
cerned. It is what the foreigner thinks about 
the strength of those to whom he lends and 
not what their actual credit may be. 


Owe Vast Sums Abroad. 


There is no Goubt, further, that this fact is 
appreciated on. this side and it will be found 
that the banks will take care of themselves 
regardless of how much the stock buying ele- 
ment may be damaged. 

It is incontrovertible that a vast amount of 
money is owed abroad by local banking inter- 
ests. The foreign exchange house of Schu- 
macher & Co. necessarily puts it mildly, but 
it can be seen that the firm notes with a tinge 
of solicitude the fact thet high interest rates 
here will not bring any money from abroad. 
The house has iong been regarded as afford- 
ing expert opinion on exchange and today it 
iseues the following: 

“ The course of the exchange market since 
our last report demonstrates the large inter- 
est existing. Even with money ruling from 
16 te 25 per cent on call, demand sterling 
has only declined from 485% to 485%, the low 
point over late Wednesday afternoon until 
noon of Thursday. 

“When, shortly after midday of Thurs- 
day, the announcement that the treasury of 
the United States would anticipate the pay- 
ment of the interest of United States bonds, 
due up to June 30, 1908, the money market 
broke sharply and loans were made as low as 
1 per cent at the close. Exchange jumped \4 
per cent per pound sterling in a few min- 
utes, closing firm at 485.60. 


Credit of Banks Nearly Exhausted. 

“Money has ruled from 8 to 25 per cent 
for nearly two weeks, and it is remarkeble 
that under these circumstances there have 
not been large imports of gold to relieve the 
situation; and if the bankers’ credits had 
not been nearly exhausted there would have 
been $15,000,000 to $20,000,000 gold brought 
here by this time. 

“Our bankers now bid one-half of 1 per 
cent for the use of their commercial clientele 
for sixty and ninety days, and even at this 
high commission they are unwilling to in- 
crease their already enormous short interest.

IN COLLEGE; CAN’? SPELL. 


NORTHWESTERN FRESHMEN FAIL 
ON SIMPLE WORDS, 


Out of a Class of 141 Only Fifty-six Pads 
the Test, Missing of Twenty Words 
Being Called a Failure—Some Varia- 
‘tions in English Orthography—One 
Student Gets Seventy-two Wrong 
Out of a Total of 150—Some of the 
Stumbling Blocks, 


“The usual number.” 

This was the answer of Prof. J. Scott 
Clark of Northwestern university yesterday 
when he was asked how many 6f the fresh- 
men who entered the college this year from 
outside schools had succeeded in passing the 
first test in spelling. ‘ 

“On second thought I belfeve that I have 
done an injustice to the class,” Prof. Clark 
continued. “There was a gain of about 1 
per cent in the number of those who 
The method of teaching spelling in the pub- 
lic schools remains about the same, as near-. 
ly as Ican tell. As long as the word method 
of spelling is taught in the public schools, 
just so long will boys and girls enter college 
unable to spell the simplest words correctly. 
There is nothing to do with those who can- 
not spell but to teach them how to spell.’’ 

Nearly one hundred freshmen in the uni- 
versity failed to pass the test in spelling 
that is required by Prof. Clark of those who 
Intend to study English. A list of 150 words 
that had been misspelled in the freshman 
manuscripts last year was selected on which 
to examine those who just registered this 
year. The words were not quite as simple as 
those taught in the kindergartens, but there 
were few of them of over two sylables and 
ome of them “catch’’ words. 


Advocates Old Fashioned Method. 


Because the students had not been taught 
to say C-a-t, cat; d-o-g, dog; m-u-l, mul; 
t-i, ti; p-l-y, ply, multiply, many of them were 
unable to spell correctly. This is the reason 
assigned by Prof. Clark, who told them that 
it is no disgrace to be old fashioned when 
they were learning to spell. The result was 
a raid on the book stores for old fashioned 
spelling books, and a hum of voices spelling 
words by syllables as the students went to 
and from the classes. 

The spelling test was taken by 141 fresh- 
men, and only fifty-six of them passed. A 
failure resulted when a student misspelled 
twenty or more words. Not one spelled all 
of the words correctly. One student missed 
one, while the poorest speller of the class 
missed seventy-two.

hope for private business, representative gov- 
ernmént, or for human liberty. 

The sheer pressure of self-interest will de- 
velop, béautify, and profit Chicago once its 
bonds are loosed. = 

As to other items in the count that call for 
change, there is, of course, the duplication of 
county and city government, the multiplica- 


‘tion of unnecessary officials, the demoraliz- 


ing extravagance, the surplus of elections, 
and the incomprehensible maze of the blanket 
ballot, wherein a hodgepodge of national, 
state, and municipal issues and a city diree- 
tory of candidates appall and stupefy the 
voter. 

Chicago needs as few officials as poem. 
Those few should not, in any case, duplicate 
each other's work. They have no connec- 
tion whatever with national affairs and 
should not be associated in any way with 
irrelevant issues. 

This points to the necessity of a reform in 
the primary system to a direct primary, 
which alone can bring the voter near the issue 
and the candidate, thereby permitting the 
interested citizen to show his will without 
the interposition of pay roll conventions of 
boss rule. The great reformation Was a 
struggle of the individual to get near to his 
God without priestly intervention. Nosmall 
result will be achieved when the voter can 
yote instead of being merely polled by the 
boss. There ts no reason why we should 
advocate such a measure for other localities. 
Let them work it out for themselves. But 
our local interests are too great to be be- 
fogged by national! elections or destroyed by 
stuffed conventions, 

Chicago is nearly as big in population as 
the irteen colonies in the revolution; it 
should have a measure of hame rule as broad 
as that of the states. The breadth of its 
powers must come from the legisiature, and, 
barring the right of secession from the state 
of Ulinolis, ite power to act as seems fitting 
should be’ unrestricted. 

The tmtroduction of the merit system, the 
cleansing of the city’s bookkeeping, the man - 
ful struggle against corporate aggression, 
the steady fight that has purged the council, 
the whole concerted movement toward bet- 
ter things, show that Chicago is worthy to 
assume the responsibility to which it ts en- 
titled, and that it will make good use of 
the opportunity.

CHOOSES QUICKEST WAY. 
John W. Bia Favors a New Constitution, 
but Thinks Perhaps Results Needed Can 
Be Reached Sooner by Amending Present 
One. 

Chicago, Sept. 27.—{Editor of The Tribune. ] 
—~I have no fear of the results of a constitu- 
tional convention, although I believe such a 
fear is prevalent. There will be cranks— 
men urging dangeroug or foolish propositions 
~—in every such. convention, but intelligent 
people undoubtedly will be in the majority. 

The three principal things desired, as I 
understand, are consolidation of the taxing 
bodies in Chicago, extension of the power to 
raise money for city purposes, and abolition 
of the justice shops. All these can be ac- 
complished by a convention, and without the 
question as to legality which might be raised 
to an antendment covering all these proposi- 
ttons. Therefore I would favor a convention, 
if one could be had within any reasonable 
time. | 
«But can we get a convention? I doubt it. 
All these propositione are for the sole benefit 
of Chicago. From my experience and ob- 
servation during past sessions of the legigfa- 
ture, Tam inclined to believe that the people 
of the state outside of Chicago will not con- 
gent to a constitutional convention for these 


purposes. | 

The Civic federation amendment embodies 
the three propositions. While it has failed 
to receive the necessary two-third vote In 
the legislature so far, the campaign in its 
favor has been one of gradual education. 
People outside the city know that it is simply 
a matter of letting Chicago have what it 
needs and at its own expense, and I believe 
that if the conference called by the federa- 
tion shall decide that the amendment {fs more 
practicable than a convention, and the asse- 
clations represent. ji in the conference will 
unite In ite support, it will be carried. The 
process would be longer by convention than 
by the amendment. 

Several able lawyere are of the opinion 
that such an amendment can be made either 
to an existing article or by adding a new arti- 
cle, but this should be examined further. 

From my standpoint the first question— 
for investigation—is, Can we have a conven- 
tion within a reasonable time? ..

Head Severed with a Cleaver. 


After the murder Craft's head was severed 
from his body with a cleaver and thrown 
into a furnace in the cellar, where it was 
found by Capt. Sheehan. Tobin was hiding 
under some furniture. 

Alexander McHneaney, the bartender, 
made a sworn statement that a man from 
Long Island came into the Empire café about 
1 oe clock this morning. 

“I wae tending bar,” said McBneaney. 
“Tobin was serving the drinks. The man 
was drinking with a-woman, Mamie Turner, 
who went out. I then left the bar and went 
to the man, and he ordered drinks for four. 
I later saw him lying on the floor, bleeding 
and unconscious, and later I saw Tobin drag 
the man down stairs. I followed, and in the 
céllar I saw Tobin chop his head off and put 
it in the furnace. 


Driven Away by Slayer. 


-“ When Tobin was doing this I said to 
*What are you doing that for?’ 
and he said to me to keep away, and I ran 
for my life. I saw the man pay for the 
drinks, and he had plenty of money in bills. 
I later notified the police.” 


Police Learn of a Fight. 


According to Capt. Sheehan there was 4 
fight early this morning in one of the upper 
rooms. The victim was hit on the head and 
made insensible by a blow from the cleaver. 
It is a large instrumnet with a blade eight 
inches long and four inches wide. The man 
was then, according to the story of the cap- 
tain, taken down into the basement, where 
his head was chopped off and his clothes 
were stripped from his body. 


Story of Conspiracy Is Told. 
One of the detectives said tonight that 


**Mamie"’ Moore, known as May Turner,, 


who saw the fatal biow struck, had confessed 
to Capt. Sheehan that Tobin, McEaneny, 
and herself had corispired to rob Craft, and 
haé given him “ knockout drops,” and that 
the murder followed. 

Craft was a brother-in-law of Henry Dur- 
yea of the rich starch manufacturing family. 

The police learned that Craft attempted 
to get a check for $1,250 cashed before he 


went to the Empire.

TOWN IN MAN 


TRAIN HOLDUP SUSPECTS ARE 
TAKEN AFTER A FIGHT. 


Entire Male Pepulation of New Boston, 


Ill., Aids in Arrest of Three Sup- 
posed Bandits Who Battie for Lib- 
erty—Escape from Unarmed Offieers 
Prebable When Editor with Shot- 
gun Turns Tables — Prisoners Be- 
HMeved Part of Marcus Station Gang. 


New Boston, Sept. 27.—[Special.J— 
Three men, believed to be members of the 
gang that held up the Burlington train near 
Marcus station early last month, were 
captured here today after an exciting chase, 
in which practically theentire male popula- 
tion of the town took part. 

After they were placed under afrest the 
men by a daring move got away from their 
captors, and all\ but made their escape. 
Bach was retaken, but not until he had made 
@ desperate effort to secure freedom. 

The mayor, city marshal, a deputy sheriff, 
and the editor of a local paper were the chief 
actors in the scenes attending the capture, 
and each won praise for his plucky work. 


Believed Train Robbers. 


Through found on two of the men 
their fames are believed to be Edward 
Tracey and Frank Reed. ae third man 
gives the name of Thomas ll. None of 
the men will talk about the affair, but Chief 
Deteetive Buckley of the Burlington road, 
who has been shadowing them for some 
time, is convinced that they are the men 
wanted for the Marcus holdup. 

In response to a message, a number of 
@itizens, headed by Mayor R. H. Roberts, 
City Marshal Frank Brusor, and Deputy 
Sheriff A. V. Lawrence, met the 2 o'clock 
train to arrest the men, who were hidden in 
a box car. 


Break Away from Captors. 

Bach of the local officiale» succeeded in 
capturing one of the men, but before they 
could be properly secured the man held by 
Lawrence broke away, drew a pistol, and 
compelled Mayor Robérts to let his prisaner 
loose. None of the officials carried arms 
except Marshal Brusor, who borrowed a 
revolver from the station agent. 

As soon as it was seen that the desperadoes 
had the tables turned,. Brusor sprang be- 
hind a large tree near by and drew his re- 
volver. At the same time one of the men 
sought refuge behind another tree twenty- 
five feet away. While his companions ran 
north to the outskirts of the village and a 
smail posse started in pursuit of those flee- 
ing, Brusor and the man behind the tree 
kept each other covered. The desperado 
kept the crowd at bay for nearly ten min- 


utes. 
Editor to the Rescue. 


Neither man dared approach the other, 
and the citizens feared to close in on the 
fugitive. Suddenly the latter was startled 
to hear the command, “Throw up your 
hands,”” and turned to face the muzzle of 
a double barreled shotgun in the hands of 
Verne Mendenhall, editor of the New Boston 
Herald. 

The command was instantly obeyed, the 
pistolin the desperado’s hand dropping to the 
ground. 

The other men were recaptured after a 
long chase. All three were taken tod the 
county jail at Aledo. 


Story of Train Holdup. 


The robbery took place at Marcus sta- 
tion, near Savanna, Ill., on the night of Aug. 
5 last. One of the bandits was killed at the 
time, supposedly by a bullet fired by one 
of the gang @uring an exchange of shots 
with members of the train crew. 

The amount of the booty never was made 
public. Early rumors said it was $20,000, 
but the express company insisted it was not 
over one tenth that amount.

TO MOHICAN CLUB.

“No national issue is presented at the 
coming election in Cook county or in Will- 
nois,”’ he said, “ but it is the mitial battle 
for the campaign of 1904, and it is important 
the republicans keep control of congress and 
state legislatures.”’ 

The democratic party, he said, as ‘‘an 
organization of negation,’’ had not advanced 
a new idea in many years, but was now tak- 
ing up the ory of trusts and tariff revision. 


Attacks the “Iowa Plank.” 


“To put trust made goods on the free 
lst,”” he sald, attacking the “ lowa plank,’’ 
“is an argument about equal to the usual 
one advanced by democrats. From the re- 
port of the congressional industrial com- 


‘mittee I can say that that remedy is totally 


inadequate. 

“The trusts do not wholly control any 
line of industry, and to remove the tariff 
would be to take protection from the small 
concerns and force the large ones into still 
closer combinations. Then we would have 
international trusts standing above the law, 
our shops would be closed, and we would 
consume foreign made goods, for it would 
be cheaper to manufacture abroad than in 
America."’ 

Judge Elbridge Hanecy followed Mr. Hop- 
kins and scolded the republicans of the 
Sixth ward for their apathy in political mat- 
ters. He told his auditors they should go 
the Second ward to see how things were 
done, where more men came out for an 
executive committe® meeting than attended 
a-campaign meeting farther south in the 


city. 
Club Has Big Growth. 
The Mohican club is an organization of 
young men on the south side.

IN GRIP WRECK 


LONG ROAD FOR AUTO 


COL. DICKINSON AND L. Cc. BOARD- 
MAN HERE FROM NEW YORK. 


| Tell of Route Gone Over in Southern 


Counties of Empire State and North- 
ern Ones of Ohio and Indiana—Much 
Interest in Proposed Macadam 
Highway Aroused in 
Through Which It Wil Pass—Trip 
Made in Unfavorable Conditions. 


One thousand miles of overland traveling 
in the interests of good roads was finished 
Tast evening at 5 o'clock, when Col. William 
L. Dickinson and. L. C. Boardman arrived 
in Chicago from New York in anautomobile, 
accompanied by Mrs. Boardman and the 
chauffeur, George Soules. The journey, 
which was made under the most trying cli- 
matic conditions, consumed 110 hours of 
actual riding time, and demonstrated to the 
satisfaction of the travelers the feasfbflity 
of an automobile road through the lower 
tier of counties in New York and the north- 
ern part of Ohio and Indiana. 

The trip was made under the direction of 
the New York and Chicago Road association, 
and its purpose was to awaken public inter- 
est in the good roads movement, in which 


both Col. Dickinson a . 
me ont nd Mr. Boardman are 


Much Interest in the Movement. 


“In every town of any importance 
through which we baie | Board- 
man, ‘‘ we found the liveliest interest in the 
g00d roads movement. As an illustration, 
in Jamestown, N. Y., the city council sus- 
pended businéss in order to allow us to ad- 
dress the members and ask their assistance. 
The council then adopted a resolution in- 
dorsing the movement and pledging support. 
in other towns the boards of trade and 
chambers of commerce invited us to speak 
before them on good roads and showed the 
strongest kind of interest in the movement. 
The nucieus of an organization was effected, 
whose object it will be te codperate with 
the New York and Chicago association. We 
shall remain in the city two or three days, 
and during that time we expect to arranse 
the Officials of the association 
or &@ pudiic meeting for the purpose of 
organizing a Chicago branch.”’ 


Route Feasible for Macadam. 

Col. Dickinson, who is president of the 
Connecticut Valley Highway association and 
treasurer of the New York and Chicago asso- 
clation, was one of the builders of the famous 
Massachusetts highway and is the road ex- 
pert of the party. 

“In my opinion,” said Col. Dickinson, 
“the route is entirely feasible. The con- 
struction of a macadam roadway will not 
only shorten the distance between the two 
cities but will also result: in the construc- 
tion in every state of connecting roads, and 
will generally improve the country along 
the line. All through the lower tier of coun- 
ties in New York there is an inexhaustible 
supply of material, and with the use of 
proper road machinery a highway could be 
built from New York to Chicago at a cost 
ranging from $3,000 to $10,000 a mile.”’

good road while traveling in New York state, 
and a good many more of the worst possible 
description. Almost impassable roads were 
encountered near Binghamton, heavy rains 
and travel having combined to cut deep 
ruts and holes. From Eimira west to James- 
town numerous washouts were found, and 
travel was at a snail's pace most of the time. 
The roads in Ohio were in poor condition. 

From eighteen miles west of Toledo the 
party found nothing but mud roads untfl 
they reached Hammond, Ind., where they 
struck a hard roadbed which continued to 
Chicago with the exception of about four 
miles in and out of South Chicago. 


Old National Turnpike, 


One of Col, Dickinson's arguments in favor 
of state and national support of the good 
roads movement is based on the fact that in 
1829 the government voted $14,000,000 to- 
ward the construction of a national highway 
from Cumberland, Md., to St. Louis. Haif 
of this amount was expended in building the 
highway, then known as a turnpike, and 
for years it. was the main artery of travel. 
Them the railroads came in competition, and 
gradually the highway fell into disuse. 

“Millions of dollars are annually voted 
by congress for the improvement of our 
rivers and harbors,” said Col. Dickinson, 
“when from a commercial standpoint the 
highways of the country are just as much 
entitied to financial support. No one will 
deny, I believt, that good roads will reduce 
the cost of hauling the product of the agri- 
cultural communities to the railroads, and 
if that is admitted then it can easily be 
shown that this will eventually reduce the 
cost of the product to the consumer.’”’

Men Who Control Millionaire’s Estate 
Must Explain Why Phey Do Not 
Turn Over Property. 


Colorado Springs, Colo., Sept. 27.—Ex-Gov. 
Charles 8. Thomas, acting for the adminis- 
trators in the Ec on estate controversy, 
filed a petition this afternoon with Judge Orr 
of the County court asking that Tyson S. 
Dines, Cari 8. fain, and D. H. Rice, 
executors: of the estaté, be cited to appear 
in court to show cause why they should not 
be required to turn over the property of the 
late millionaire, as demanded yesterday. 
The writ is made returnable in the immediate 
future. 

Attorneys for the executors stated that 
they would appear, in all probability, on 
Monday before Judge Orr.

Inspector Nicholas Hunt is defendant in 
‘suits aggregating $125,000 filed yes- 
terday by Oscar Thompson and John 
(“ Dad") Claffy, who were arrested in con- 
nection with the Bartholin case. Claffy 
asks $25,000, while Thompson seeks $100,000. 
The suits were filed by Attorney M. W. 
Meagher. He said: 

“The arrests, which were made at the 
instance. of Inspector Hunt, were illegal, as 
no warrants were sworn out. The two men 
Wkewise were detained at the instance of 
Inspector Hunt without due process of law.

TREATY BEFORE TROOPS LEAVE. 


Platt Amendment Must Be Agreed To 
by Cuba if Soldiers Are to Come 
from the Island. 


Washington, D. C., Sept. 27.—[Special.]— 
American troops will not be withdrawn from 
Cuba until the negotiation and ratification 
of a treaty with Cuba which embodies the 
provisions of the Platt amendment, and 
Cuba has af army sufficient to carry out the 
obligations of that treaty. This is the con- 
clusion practically reached by the president 
and his cabinet after consideration of the 
demand of President Palma. The decision 
of the government will be communicated to 
the Cuban chief executive by Minister 
Squiers. Cuba ts without an army qualified 
to man even the seacoast defenses, and if 
the American artillerymen are withdrawn 
Cuba wilt be absolutely defenseless.

At present glowing hatred of the Poles, 
their traditions, language, and ideals is 
spreading in Germany. The movement has 
one good effect—namely: it renders our Ger- 
manization impossible. 

“ The Germanism which is thrust upon us 
through force and hatred will nevermore 
pass into Polish blood. It is at best but 
varnish, which can be removed immediately. 


Prussian Power May Wane. 

“ The real danger for the Polish. people is 
hatred against Germanism. Hatred begets 
hatred, and here begins the task of every 
decent intelligent newspaper. 

*“ Protect the Polish popular minds from 
hatred in order not to be poisoned like the 
Prussians. Protect them morally and po- 
litically. Remember that only God knows 
what evolutions are impending for the Prus- 
sian kingdom, which, with all its power, 
may only be a transient, political phenome- 
non. 

“ Whatever great changes may come you 
must always live with the Germans in the 
eastern provinces. Remember that hatred 
is a fever. Whoever does not want to die of 
fever must overcome it.

SCARLET FEVER SERUM FOUND. 


New Remedy Used Successfully in 400 


Cases—Discovery Explained at 
‘ Congress in Vienna. 


LBY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. | 

LONDON, Sept. 27.—The conference of 
German doctors, which is now in session at 
Carisbad, has announced the discovery of a 
new cure for scarlet fever, which has re- 
peatedly proved successful. Dr. Moser, the 
assistant physician at St. Anne’s hospital 
for .children at) Vienna, is the discoverer 
of the new serum. During the last two years 
he has tried it on 400 patients. The mortality 
was decreased to 8 or 9 percent. The rate 
at the other hospitals was double this. The 
congress has been informed that the gov- 
ernment will vote a considerable sum of 
money in order that the serum may be made 
in large quantities and distributed to all the 
children’s hospitals in Vienna. 


TEMPEST’S DEATH LIST GROWS. 


Over 500 Bodies of Victims of Storm in 
Sicily Recovered—Floods Still 
Working Havoc. 


ROME, Sept. 27.—Advices received this 
evening from Sicily show that the tempest’ 
that worked such damage in that island is 
still raging.

A reduction of all police pensions to $40, 
parring of all favorites from the roils, and 
the establishment of a stable fund gf $300,000 
out of the city’s revenues are The features 
of a new pension law drafted by City Attor- 

Owens, counsel for the pension board, 
for submission tomorrow to the seven 
lice officers and pensioners selegted by Chief 
O'Neill to represent the wish of the force 
‘on the subject. The cut to $40 is expected 
to find little favor except among the rank 
’ and file, who have no representation as such 
on the chief's committee. 

Mr. Owens’ draft contains a provision 
changing the sources of the fund’s revenue. 
Instead of taking 2 per cent of certain mis- 
eellaneous city receipts it will take 8 per cent 
of ali miscellaneous receipts, including saloon 
icenses. To this will be added, as at pres- 

ent, 1 per cent of all police salaries. The 
Seaulting money shall, after pensions have 
peen paid, be invested by the board in mu- 
nicipal and United States bonds, and after 
city’s revenues.

GROUNDS CHOSEN FOR AMERICAN 
LEAGUE IN NEW YORK. 


Ban Johnson Said to Be Negotiating 
with University Authorities for Use 
of Lot on Morningside Heights— 
Location Is Easily Accessible by 
Car Lines and New Rapid Transit 


Third of Net Receipts. 


New York, Sept. 27.—[Specia!.]—If negotia- 
tions now ,pending go through the American 
league will secure the use of South field on 
Morningside. Heights. for a new ball club 
to represent New York in that circuit next 
year. South field is. directly opposite the 
Columbia university library. 

The Rapid Transit tunnel will have a sta- 
tion at the northwest corner of the field, wile 
the Sixth and Ninth avenue trolleys and the 
Broadway cars pass on either side of the 
property. The new elevated station at One 
Hundred and Tenth street is but five min- 
utes’ walk to the proposed gates. The field 
covers two city blocks. 

According to the best of authority Ban 
Johnson, president of the-American league, 
and other officials of that organization have 
made a proposition to the trustees of the 
university and also to Frederick Arthur 
Gretze, superintendent of buildings and 
grounds, which is now under discussion. It 
js said the offer is to the effect that the 
American league will build suitable stands 
on South -field, level the. ground, and fix 
‘things up in shape at its own expense in re- 
turn for the privilege of using the field for 
the home games of the new club. , 

The offer also includes a proposition to 
pay to Columbia one-third of the net gate 
receipts, together with the taxes on the field 
which will be assessed if it is used for other 
purposes beyond college athletics. Columbia 
will also receive the privilege of using the 
field for all its outdoor sports which do not 
conflict with the American league games, 
free of charge.

HUTA A RACE 


ACCIDENT TO LITTLE HASTE 
EARLY IN CONTEST. 


| Local Boat Sails On to Victory When 


Easterner Splits Its Mainsail Just 
After Rounding First Buoy . While 
Leading by Nearly Two Minates— 
Result Makes a Third Race Neces- 
sary to Decide Championship_of 
Twenty-one Foot Cabin Class. 


Geor ‘ R. Peare'’s La Rita won the second 
race amber in the championship east 
against west series, but the contest was 
marred by the breaking down of the Boston 
yacht when the race was half finished. 

La Rita made a great showing against the 


speedy visitor, and as the prevailing condi- 


tions as to wind and sea were all in its 
inion among the specta- 
tors that the local yacht would have won 
handily even if the accident had not put the 
easterner out of the running, as La Rita at 
the time was cutting down its rival's lead 
rapidly. 

Little Haste’s hard luck overtook it when 
in jibing after turning the half way buoy the 
mainsail, which a short time before had be- 
come weakened, ripped clear in to the mast. 

The start wae made ina fair sailing breeze, 
which was blowing from the southwest at 
the rate of nearly ten miles an hour. The 
course sailed was six miles to leeward and 
return. In jockeying for the start Little 
Haste got the better of the maneuvering 
Owner Lothrop luffing his boat near the 
starting line, while Peare for some unex- 
plainable reason held La Rita well in near 
the shore. Little Haste, with a large spin- 
naker set, crossed at 2:00:10, La Rita fol- 


La Rita in Stern Chase. 


The latter immediately set a balloon jib 
in addition to its épinnaker, and, footing 
rapidly, began its stern chase in an. effort 
to make up the thirty seconds lost at the 
start. 

Little Haste kept away, however, but was 
unable to increase its lead over the local 
yachtf as La Rita was not only holding its 
own in good shape but appeared from the 
judges’ boat to be gaining. Peare kept well 
to windward—too far, in fact—but it devel- 
oped afterward that the reason for so doing 
was a élight misunderstanding as to the 
course to be sailed.. La Rita’s canvas, es- 
pecially its spinnaker, was acting badly, 
while Little Haste’s set to perfection, its 
snowy sails well filled and pulling the yacht 
along grandly. 

Thirty-five minutes after the start the 
wind, which had been freshening all the 
time, suddenly shifted and began to blow 
decidedly strong, a condition favorable to 
la Rita, but detrimental toitsrival. La Rita 
jibed and stood’ up for the stake boat, while 
Little Haste took in its spinnaker prepara- 
tory to making the same move. The wind 
was plainly too much for the easterner, 


which tried twice to jibe, but failing, came. 


up into the wind and its crew put two reefs 
into its mainsail. It developed afterward 
that Little Haste in jibing had broken its 
In the meantime, La Rita, car- 
rying full sail, came‘up rapidly, and by the 
time Little Haste was under way again the 
Peare boat was so near that it was evident 
the race would be a pretty one from that 


point on. 
Easterner Rounds Buoy First. 

Little Haste roumded the stakeboat at 
9:51:00 and La Rita turned at 2:52:45. In go- 
ing around Little Haste’s mainsail, which, 
it was claimed, had already been weakened 
through the breaking of the gooseneck, part- 
ed in the center and tore. clear into the stick. 
So far as the Boston yacht was concerned 
the race was ended at that point. 

The tug Carter H. Harrison, which was 
being used as a guest boat by the Columbia 
Yacht club, was standing by at the time 
and took the disabled racer in tow, while La 
Rita began its beat homeward unopposed, 
finishing at, 4:43:20. 

While the accident to Little Haste and the 
victory. of the Chicago entry makes a third 
race a necessity, ‘It is'to be regretted that 
La Rita could not have had the honor of 
winte-< on its merits, as it appeared likely 
to do. The two were on practically even 
terms when the mishap.occurred, and on the 
beat in La Rita would have been in its ele- 
ment, while Little Haste undoubtedly would 
have fade hard work of it. Comparison 
makes this conclusion plausible, for La 
Rita being a fin keeler would have been able 
to go through the heavy seas easijy, while 
Little Haste, which is of the center board 
type, would have pounded badly and there- 
by lost headway. Moreover, La Rita could 
have carried full sail if necessary, while 
Little Haste would have been obliged to de- 
crease its sai] area by keeping reefed down. 

Third Race Necessary. 
The series now stands one victory for each, 


Haste having won the first race, which 
was sailed on Friday. The third and decid- 


ing race will be sailed tomorrow, starting | 


at 2 o'clock. Little Haste’s damaged can- 
vas is being repaired and the eastern boa 
wiil be in as good shape as ever. -

LOW SCORE FOR BADGERS 


WISCONSIN DEFEATS LAWRENCE 
COLLEGE TEAM. 


Contest Is Not So Close as Figures In- 
dicate, for Varsity Goal Is in Dan- 
ger at No Time—Heavy Rain Makes 
Cenditions Unfavorable for Fast 
Play—Phil King’s Proteges Shovw 
Glaring Faults in Team Work, but 
Play Well Individually. 


Madison, Wis., Sept. 27,—[Special.]—Wis- 
consin defeated the Lawrence college team 
today by the small and rather unsatisfac- 
tory score of ]1 to 0. While the score would 
indicate a close contest, it in reality was not, 
for the Badger goal wagat notimein danger, 
Lawrence making the required distance only 
two times and holding the varsity for downs 
twice. 

The collegians, however, put up a plucky 
game all through the thirty-five minutes of 
play, and from the way Coach, Ed Merrill 
danced around on the side lines he must 
have been satisfied with their work. The 
steady rain during the day made the field so 
soft and muddy that fast playing was im- 
possible and fumbles were common on both 
sides. 

Wisconsin kicked off and Lawrence made 
five yards in two plays, but lost the ball 
on a fumbie on the next piay. .Wisconsin* 
then began a steady advance toward the 
Lawrence goai and got as tar as the five 
yard iine, where Lawrence heid for downs 
and punted to safety. Wisconsin kept at the 
sieady line plunging, making short gains, 
and scored the frst vouchdown in fourteen 
m.nutes, 

the playing throughout the game was 
practically the same. There were no sensa- 
tional piays, and it was the weight of the 
varsity that won the game. ‘There was 
practically no team work in the play of the 
Wisconsin men, and, considering the fact 
that they have had only tour days of scrim- 
mage, not much eould be expected. The in- 
diivadual work of the men was promising, 
although there were many giaring faults 
which wiil need eany correction. 

The most prominent of thege was the slow- 
ness with which the varsity line charged, 
The men seldom met their opponents on the 
line of scrimmage, being generally out- 
charged by the small men in the Lawrence 
line. As a@ result, the varsity line seldom 
had an opening for the play, the weight of 
the Wisconsin backs carrying the bali over 
the opposing line rather than through it. 
In many instances a Lawrence man would 
break. through and break up the plays back 
of the iine before they were really started. 

Another serious fault in the work of the 
varsity was the lack of interference, the op- 
posing end and tackle seidom being boxed so 
as to protect the runner. Asa result, there 
were only a few gains which were made 
through clean openings, the superior weight 
of the varsity shoving the man with the 
ball along after he was once tackled. Once 
or twice, however, during the second half, 
Wisconsin braced, and with a few fast plays 
carried the visitors off their feet, but it did 
not last long. 

The new men who were in the game did 
fairly well considering the conditions. Van- 
derborn, wito took the piace of Driver in the 
second half, played a fast game, breaking 
through and blocking a kick and afterward 
mak.ng the second touchdown of the game.

Northwestern University came near hav-

End Runs and Fierce Line Plunges of 
Last Season’s Veterans Result in a 
Total of Fifty in First Half, Second 
Period Being Shortened at the Re- 
quest of the Trampled Upon — Fast 
Team Again Assured—New Men 
Show Up Prominently.

Stagg’s Candidates Score Three 
Touchdowns and Kick a 
Goal from the Field. 


In the presence of 700 Chicago rooters the 
maroons yesterday defeated the eleven from 
Monmouth college by scoring one safety, 
one goal from the field, and three touch- 
downs, from two of which Ellsworth kicked 
goals. Not once did the Monmouth boys 
cross Chicago's goal line. The score thalked 
up at the end of the game was, Chicago, 24; 
Monmouth, 0. Last year the Chicago- 
Monmouth game reslilted 23—0, and in 1900, 
200. Five of the men on each side yes- 
terday played in the game &@ year ago. 

The maroon rooters found satisfaction 
and encouragement in the showing made 
by their team. Stagg’s aggregation exhib- 
ited marked improvement over anything 
it has exhibited this year. The develop- 


' ment of interference was most noticeable, 


It seemed as if Stagg had taught his can- 
didates this important branch of the game 
in one afternoon. ‘Much of last Friday's 
practice was devoted to this point and ap- 
parently the lessons bore fruit. The maroon 
forwards got into the game in fine shape 
and most of the good runs by Schnur, Bez- 
dek, Spark, and others were largely due to 
good interference. 


Defense Proves Stronger. 


Corresponding to this improvement in of- 
fensive work, the Chicago team made con- 
siderable improvement in defense. The line 
held firmly. Again and again Monmouth 
was forced to punt, being unable to make 
its distance by line plays. The only Mon- 
mouth player who could gain by line bucks 


ability in hitting the line hard. 

Another feature that brought joy to the 
Midway rooters was the place kick that 
scored the third goal. The ball had been 
carried by line plays and short end runs 
down to Monmouth’'s*thirty yard line. Aft- 
er two downs, netting only two yards, Elis- 
worth and Sheldon dropped back for a 
place kick. Sheldon caught the ball on the 
thirty-five yard line a little outside the east 
goal post. Straight and sure Elisworth 
booted the pigskin over the goal posts.

The weak point in Chicago's playing was 
the constant fumbling.

JACK O'BRIEN HAS HARDEST TASK 
SET FOR MONDAY NIGHT. 


Match with Choynski at America Ath« 
letic Club Is Most Important! Battle 
Since His Graduation from Second 
Rate Class—Decision by Which 
Mowatt Was Awarded Victory Over 
O’Keefe In Beyond Comprehension 
of Local Fight Fans.

Jack O’Brien, the Philadelphia middie- 
weight and aspirant for the title of that di- 
vision now in possession of Tommy Ryan, 
will meet light heavyweight Joe Choynsk! 
in the windup at the America Athletic club 
tomorrow night. This is without doubt the 
most important and hardest match O’Brien 
has arranged since he graduated out of the 
second rate class, and he will have to be in 
the best possible condition and to do his pret- 
tiest to carry off the honors. 

The match, at a hurried glance, appears 
to be jug handled because of the difference in 


“the respective weights of the mén, as Jack 


will scale about 154 pounds, and Joe, accord- 
ing to the articles of agreement, can tip. 
the beam at 165 pounds. Thedifference in the: 
weights, while a big handicap, is offset by, 
O’Brien’s youth and speed, so the question 
of weight does not enter so strongly into the 
matter. 

The real handicap, taking it for granted 
that Jack’s youth and speed offset the dif- 
ference in the weights and that both men are 
equally skilled, is that Choynsk! is the harder 
hitter and can put his man away in a punch. 


. This O’Brien has not as yet shown his abil- 


ity to do, and that, I take it, makes it the 
hardest match O’Brien has engaged in since 
he began mingling with the top notchers. 

Jack’s admirers point to hisquick defeat 
of “ Yank ” Kenny, a 190 pounder, and other 
men far above his weight, and also to the 
artistic peppering he gave Joe Walcott, one 
of Choynski’s cong@uerors. They overlook 
the fact, though, that Kenny Is as slow as a 
carette horse and that his knowledge of the 
scientific principles of the boxing game could 
be written on a postage stamp. 

Jack's defeat of Walcott, I must admit, 
was a creditable performance, and, as the; 
black “sawed off" beat Choynski, the 
natural inference is Jack should do likewiss. 
This, however, does not naturally follow, 
simply because no reliance can be placed in 
fight “ dope.” It must be admitted Choynski 
has all the finer points of the fighting art at 
his fingers’ ends. His method of hitting to 
put the most force into his blows without 
much exertion is correct, and it is a known 
fact he carries the punch, which, if it lands, 
will net him a victory. 

The question from the Choynski end is, 
can he land that punch on O’Brien? 

Close students of boxing argue that Joe’s 
only handicap to victory is his age; that his 
all around knowledge of fighting is superior 
to that of the Philadelphian, and that, if le 
does not become leg weary trying to connect 
his stuffed mitts with the elusive O’Brien, he 
will gather in the bigendofthe purse. They 
do not overlook the fact that Jack is the 
fastest piece of boxing machinery in the 
middleweight class, that he can land more 
blows in a shorter space of time than an 
other boxer, big of little, but, with al] tha 
they say he lacks the punch. 

Perhaps so, but it must be remembered that 
it is punches in the aggregate and not the 
single punch which have been the secret of 
his success. However, tomorrow night will 


tell the tale. t. 
O’Brien trained for the contest at French 
Lick Springs under the supervision of “ Kid” 
McCoy, while Choynski did his preparatory 
stunts at La Grange. Three preliminary 
bouts and a semi-windup between Mike

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HARNESS HORSE GOSSIP 


‘WAGON MAY REPLACE SULKY FOR’ 


SPEED TESTS. 


Success of Amateur Reinsmen in Driv- 
ing Crack Trotters Causes Change in 
Sentiment Toward Four Wheeled 
Vehicle, Which Better Distributes 
the Weight and Gives Animal More 
Freedom of Action—John A. MecKer- 
ron Will Not Start for Valuable Uup. 


[BY H. T. WHITE.) 

Nothing could have better shown the ad- 
vance that amateur driving has made in the 
last year than the contests that have been 
put up this season by the three trotters 
‘which have competed for the valuable cups 
offered for the free-to-all trotters when 
driven by nonprofessiona! reinsmen. 

The Cleveland victory of J. A. McKerron, 
which was signalized by two heats in 2.07%, 
2:08, over a track that was at least a second 
slow, and the further fact that he-beat the 
two best wagon performers of the’year, up 
to that time, in Lord Derby arid The Monk, 
was a brilliant one, but his performance 
was fully equaled over the fast Empire City, 
track when The Monk and Derby fought a 
three heat duel in 2:06%, 2:06, 2:06, the first 
named horse winning the opening heat by 
a@ nose and being beaten in the others by a 
slight margin only.. These heats are the 
fastest three consecutive miles ever trotted 
to wagon, and would be top notchers if done 
to sulky and with professional drivers. 
Derby, for the third time this season, beat 
his turf record of last year, 2:06%, when 
Geers was at the helm; The Monk’s mile, 
2:06%, driven by Mr. Billings, is but three- 
quarters of a second slower than Geers 
has been able to accomplish with the son 
of Chimes to sulky. 

All this goes to show two things—that for 
meariy all horses the pneumatic tire wagon 


ae fast as the sulky—often faster—and 


that the amateur drivers of the best class 
have nothing to learn from the professionals 
avhen it comes to negotiating a fast and 
well rated mile. Mr. athers has taken 
Lord Derby to the hal e pole in 1:01% 
in one of his wagon races, while the best 
Geers could do with the horse in his harness 
contests last year was a half in about 1:03}, 
and his fastest first quarter in a race up to 


«the close of 1901 was :33. Mr. Billings takes 


The Monk right from the Geers stable and 
stepe him in 2:06% in a winning heat, while 
Mr. Devereux had McKerron in shape to go 
@ couple of miles around the same notch at 
Cleveland had that rate of speed been neces- 
eary to the winning of the cup. 


Wagon Growing in Favor. 
That the wagon is faster than the sulky 


' for the average trotter is now pretty well 
recognized 


by horsemen, although it was 
hard to convince some of them that such 
could be the case, their argument being that 
it was certainly a handicap to pul! a four 
wheel vehicle rather than one with but two 
wheels. 

On the face of things this would seem to 
be true, but certain condjtions existing when 
a trotter is hitched to a sulky, and that have 
@ tendency to diminish his freedom of ac- 
tion, and consequently his speed are elim- 
inated when the wagon is used. With the 
modern turf harness, which is minus tugs, 


greatly increased pressure is of necessity 


used on thegirth, and the horse is practically 
" cinched ” to the sulky. Anhy one who will 
watch the harnessing of a trotter for a race 
or workout will see that thisis true. There- 
pult is that in addition to having the whole 
vig strapped to him in an uncomfortably 
tight manner the horse, once he Is in action, 
receives all the motion of the man and the 
sulky, and with every stride he is compelled 
to in some way overcome this Another 
eharacteristic of the sulky hitch is that with 
the advent of the pneumatic tire came the 
practice of tilting the shafts of the sulky 
io euch an angle as will offer the least re- 
sistance to the forward progress of the 
wehicle and its humanioad. The man sitting 
in a sulky tilted to this angle would, were 
he not hanging to the lines, fall out the min- 
jite the horse started, and it is only by bend- 
ing his body far forward that he can sit in 
the sulky*when the horse fs at rest. 


Modern Harness Lessens Freedom. 


It is, therefore a certainty that with the 
ordinary modern harness hitch for racing 
the man takes much more hold of the horse 
than as a rule is good for the animal. That 
his freedom of movement is lessened is cer- 
tain, and this must mean a decreased speed 
from that which would be attained were his 
action unrestrained. When the sulky is ex- 
changed for the wagon the first benefit is 
that the wind resistance is materially 
lessened by the fact that the driver is much 
jower than when mounted in the sulky. 
Then comes the still more important fact 
that with the wagon hitch the driver is en- 
abled to sit in a natural position and is not 
obliged to “ take hold ’’ of the horse in order 
to maintain his equilibrium. Also he is in 
&@ position to assist his horse at ail times, and 
this means a4 lot to a tired trotter at the end 
of a fast mile. The distribution of the com- 

. bined weight of the vehicle and driver is 
also a matter of vital importance. With the 
sulky the weight is tied in a bunch, so to 
speak, and then strapped to the horse in 
about the worst possible manner for him, so 
far as speed making is concerned. In the 
cape of the wagon it is, to begin, distributed 
much more evenly and equitably by means of 
the four wheels than could possibly be done 
with only two. The result of this is espe- 
clally noticeable when it comes to driving 
a horse at.top speed around a turn in the 

track. When he was trained exclusively to 
sulky Lord Derby was practically certain 
to make a break if an effort to drive him 
the first quarter better than 33 seconds was 
made, whereas as soon as he was workeé to 
wagon and had become accustomed to the 
new hitch he could step to the quarter in 31 
seeonds and has not made a break in that 
part of the mile this year. 

Arguments for Theory. 

The fact that during the last three years 
hundreds of trotters and pacers that had 
made the best records of which they were 
capable when hitched to a sulky and raced 
professionally reduced those records mate- 
tially after they were purchased by amateur 
réinsmen for matinée purposes and were 
driven only to wagon was the strongest ar- 
gument that could be made as showing that 
the wagon is faster than the sulky. Two 
years ago The Abbot pulled a wagon one 
day in 2:038% over a track not specially pre- 
pared for speed work, and with twenty other 
horses and a couple of harrows (which he 
pulled out for) at work. That The Abbot 
ouuld have done a mile that day in 2:03, if 
hitched to a sulky no ome familiar with the 
borse believes. Like other trotters, he found 
that, with the wagon behind him, the re- 
sistance was not nearly so great as with a 
sulky, and the driver knew that the horde 
could be “* turned loose ’’ with far less chance 
of a break than if he haf been in front of a 
two wheel vehicle. | 


Three Great Cup Horses. 

Nothing in the light harness world this 
geason has created and maintained the in- 
terest that has been shown regarding the 
cup races, with amateur drivers up, of the 
three great trotters, The Monk, Lord Derby, 
and J. A. McKerron. 

To begin with, it is a fact that, even in 
professions: racing, no such trio of trotters 
was_ ever un the turf in one season taking 
part in class races. So far as the prof@s- 
sional trotting turf of 1902 is concerned there 
was not another trotter that compared with 
The Monk and Derby in the ability to go 
either a race of heats or one mile at a high 
rate of speed, Cresceus not being considered, 
as he is purely an exhibition horse and not 
eligible to class races. Without going into 
a résumé of what each of these horses has 
done since the campaign opened, it may be 
eaid that Lord Derby, driven by an amateur, 
has trotted a mile in 2:05% and repeated in 
206%. On another occasion and under like 
circumstances he stepped a heat in 2:06 all 
these performances being better than his 
turf record in the hands of a professional, 
which is 2:064%. The Monk has trotted in 


Boston trophy from The Monk and Derby 
in 2:07% and 2:08, but it is only fair to the 
first mentioned horse to state that he was 
far from his true form on the day of the race, 
as he was just off the cars after a tiresome 
shipment of seventy hours, and manifestly 
unfit to do himself justice.

the best mile of Lord Derby under like con- 
ditions. His mile against time, however, 
cannot be admitted as equal to those made 
by the other horses in a race, but the fact 
that he defeated The Monk and Derby on the 
only occasion when the trio met offsets this 
to a degree and leaves the question of which 
is really the best trotter of the three, all the 
conditions being equal; a puzzling and un- 
settled one.: 


McKerron Absent at Memphis. 


It was hoped that.a final settlement of the 
matter would be had in the race for the 
splendid gold cup given by the Memphis 
track and to be trotted for at the meeting 
there the last week in October, but after 
giving the matter a good deal of considera- 
tion Mr. Devereux, the owner of McKer- 
ron, has decided not to start his horse again 
this season. McKerron’s present turf rec- 
ord is only 2:10, and were he to win a heat 
in the race for the Memphis cup he would 
be penalized with a mark equal to what- 
ever time the mile was trotted in, on ac- 
count of the fact that the race will take 
place during a regular meeting, gate money 
being taken in, whereas at Cleveland, where 
he trotted in 2:07%, admission to the grounds 
was free. The Monk and Derby, on the 
contrary, have turf records of 2:05% and 
2:06% respectively, so that they are already 
in about the fastest class that is made for 
trotters on the grand circuit, while McKer- 
ron will be eligible in 1903 to all the 2:10 
and under stakes, and it is the present fn- 
tention to enter him extensively next year. 

But even with McKerron in the barn the 
Memphis «up race will be the feature of 
the year in amateur trotting circles. The 
trophy is by far the most valuable of its 
kind ever offered for competition by trot- 
ters driven by amateurs, and should The 
Monk and Derby come to the post in perfect 
form there is every chance that the winner 
will beat the present wagon record for am- 
ateurs, 2:05%. In the recent race over the 
Empire City track between these two horses 
The Monk won the opening heat in 2:06%, 
and then was just beaten by Lord Derby in 
2:06. In the third heat both horses were 
going at a faster clip than had previously 
been attained when The Monk lost a shoe. 
This caused him to break, but after falling 
so far behind that the loss of the heat and 
race was evident, he again struck a trot, 
and, according to the evidence of some of 
the best posted men on the trotting turf, 
showed more speed for the remainder of the 
mile than they had ever seen a trotter ex- 
hibit to wagon. Lord Derby’s lead at the 
finish was only three lengths, and the fact 
that the mile was In 2:06 shows what a 
phenomenal rate of speed The Monk must 
have struck and maintained after his acci- 
dent and resultant break. 


Marks Talks of The Monk. 


C. W. Marks, who has owned Joe Patchen, 
2:014%4, and plenty of other fast horses, said, 
in referring to the race: ‘‘I estimate that 
after he struck a trot for the last time The 
Monk made up close to a sixteenth of a mile 
of the distance that had been lost by the 
break, and had that accident of the shoe 
coming off not have happened I am positive 
that whatever horse won the heat would 
have had a new mark. The whole occur- 
rence made me think more of The Monk than 
ever, and had I owned him the way he trot- 
ted after losing the shoe would have added a 
lot to his value.”’ 

There were a number of surprises in the 
harness horse world last week, not the least 
of which was the 1:50% performance by Dan 
Patch over the Readville track, as his effort 
at New York the previous week, when he was 
barely able to go in 2:02% did not presage a 
vbrilant exhibition at the Hub. 

The fact is that Dan Patch had his only 
*“off’’ day of the year at the time he was 
scheduled to negotiate the Empire City track. 
and like most stallions of real merit he is a 
horse that recovers form quickly. That he 
will beat the present championship record, 
now that he has tied it, seems more than 
probable, but there is always in the way of 
such achievement the fact that to be suno- 
cessful in the attempt against time not only 
the horse must be on edge, but the day and 
track must be perfect. Memphis, during the 
last days of October, is the idea! course for 
trials against time. . 

Chicagoans who have frequented the south 
side speedway for the last half dozen years 
were astonished when they saw that the 
little pacer, Daisy Field, driven by her own- 
er, Dr. Gorsline, had won a heat at Terre 
Haute last Tuesday in 2:09. Her best preyi- 
ous record was 2:16, and she had been han- 
@ied for apeed so long that even those who 
liked the smooth going mare and wished her 
well thought that she was about at her limit. 
It meust be six years ago that Daisy Field 


first came to the one-eighth “side 
Grive” between and Fitty- 


ninth streets as a possible fast pacer. 
She was then 3 or 4 years old and 
was owned and driven by W. L. Beck, an old 
time horseman, who kept her at his resi- 
dence in Forty-fifth street, where she re- 
ceived the best of care and was treated asa 
pet. After considerable driving to cart the 
filly could not show much better than a 
2:40 gait, but the following spring she had 
thade a lot of speed and could step a 2:20 
shot with ease. 

It was some time later that Dr. Gorsline 
bought the filly, and, although she cam- 
paigned well over the half mile tracks here- 
abouts and in southern Wisconsin, it looked 
as though 2:20 was her notch. A season 
or so later she made still more speed, and a 
— of years ago she paced into the 2:17 
© . Last winter Dr. Gorstine drove Daisy 
on the road with Dese4 March, a daughter of 
Delmarch, that had a mark of 2:21, and 
they made an ideal pair for the boulevards 
and speedway. This summer Daisy was 
again put in training—Dr. Gorsline always 
pacing the mares a few races for his own 
pleasure, as he does the driving—with the 
result that she has beaten 2:10 a full second 
and added greatly to her value by the per- 
formance. 


RAIN KEEPS TROTTERS IN BARN. 


Races at Terre Haute and Columbus Are 
Called Off—T wo Events Go 
Over. 


Terre Haute, Ind., Sept. 27.—The Grand 
Circuit trotting races were finally declared 
off this morning on account of wet weather 
after being postponed from day to day since 
Tuesday. Only four races were finished. 
The $10,000 prize stake for 8 year old trot- 
ters and the $2,000 matron stake for 2 year 
old trotters will be contested as early next 
week as practicable. 

Columbus, O., Sept. 27.—The frequent 
rains this week spoiled the fall races here. 
The intention to have the races all completed 
today was abandoned on account of the 
condition of the track, only two races of the 
entire week's program being finished. 


EIGHT STAKES AT WORTH. 


Meeting Will Open on Oct. 7—Offerings 
Include Several Events Likely to 
Prove Popular with Patrons. 


Eight good stakes have been announced 
by Secretary Jasper for the fall meeting 
of the Worth Jockey club, which will open 
Oct. 7 and continue until Nov. 1.

THE “PITY SAKES” CLASS. 

The revolt against the so-called modern 
methods of teaching spelling is not a new 
one, Like the rebellions in Honduras it is 
periodical and perennial, and breaks out 
afresh every fall when the new classes of 
freshmen are examined for admission to 
college and university. Whenever a bold 
critic ventures to express his disgust and 
wonder that the product of present day high 
schools knows 80 little about orthography 
he is met with a yelley of talk about “ visu- 
alization,” “word methods,” and other rap- 
id fire apparatus, and he hurries to cover 
and tries to forget that 44 per cent of the 
candidates for admission to one university 
spelled “ oceurrence ” with one r. 

Most of the present adult generation 
learned to spell in the old way—to judge by 
results it would be fair to call it the good old 
way. It Was “ c-a-t-cat-a-cata-l-o-g-u-e-log- 
catalog,” and so on through the whole list. 
Few, indeed, of them realized as they conned 
over and over their spelling books that they 
were pursuing the “syllabic method ”— 
which has long been pronounced by modern 
theorists to be obsolete and unnecessarily te- 
dious. They got through the speller without 
entertaining this hideous suspicion, and the 
most that any of them knew when the work

was done was how to spel! ordinary English 
words correctly, But it is not on record in 
those days that out of any 250 candidates 
for admission to the freshman ¢lass of a 
university, all of whom had had a high 
school education or its equivalent, more than 
44 per cent misspelled in writing more than 
twenty common English words out of a total 
of 200. | | 

Doubtless there are some good points 
about “ visualization ” and “ the word meth- 
od.” Doubtless they are easier than “ the syl- 
labic method” and save “ mental drudg- 
ery.” on the part of pupils. But it should 
be fair, speaking generally, to judge any 
method by its results And while college 
students are such notoriously poor spellers 
it may be fair, if exceedingly daring, to sug- 
gest that in their earlier education a little 
more “ mental drudgery ” might be advan- 
tageously sandwiched in between the vari- 
ous modern and scientific labor saying meth- 
ods which, in some directions, are fast mak- 
ing the public school training more pleasant 
and easy than profitable. | 

In the meantime the 118 members of the 
“Pity Sakes”’ class at Northwestern may 
comfort themselves with the feeling that 
they are at least serving to once more call 
public attention to one of the most out- 
rageous abuses in modern elementary edu- 
cation. |

NEW CONSTITUTION FOR ILLINOIS. 

. It is about settled that Ilinoig is to have 
a new constitution. The people of Chicago 
and Cook county are overwhelmingly in fa- 
vor of it. The press is practically united 
in advocating it. Important public bodies 
‘like the real estate board urge it. The 
leading men of both parties recognize the 
necessity for it. The Civic federation will 
have to come to it. Mr. Mecartney has pro- 
posed an amendment of an omnibus nature 
and provided for all sorts of other amend- 
ments, but it will not stand the test in the 
courts, and, even if it did, would not suffice 
for the purposes contemplated. Mr. Mecart- 
ney himself would doubtless prefer a 
constitutional convention. Chicago needs 
a brand new instrument and it soon. 

Some opposition may manifest itself in the 
country districts, but it will gradually melt 
away. There are ambitious young lawyers 
in the country who would like to have a 
hand in constitution-making, and ought to 
have the opportunity to show their skill, 
There were great men before Agamemnon, 
and there have been many since, 

The only objection of importance made to 
the proposed convention thus far is that 
there is some danger that the new instru- 
ment may take a slant towards socialism, 


in powers that they do not deserve. The 
answer to this is that the people can be 
trusted. They were trusted thirty years 
ago, and they can be again, If they can- 
not then our system of government is a 
failure and should be abandoned. There is 
no danger in this or any other direction, so 


there will be danger of drifting into almost 
hopeless confusion if Chicago and Cook 


county are to run much longer under a con- 


-stitution hopelessly out of date. 


. §EASONABLE HOPES. 

Not the Jeast attractive feature of the fall 
season is the note of expectancy with which 
the atmosphere of the city is charged, 
There is social expectancy among the buds, 
for at least one of these is destined to be- 
come the great American beauty; there is 
literary expectancy among authors, for the 
great American novel is yet to be; and there 
fs philanthropic expectancy ameng those 
who have faith in the coming of a great 
solver of social problems, 

An interesting fact about all these social 
phases is the progressive development that 
each reveals. The bud of today is qualified 
to do something besides “receive” and 
“pour” the book writer can no longer 
deceive us into believing that a lump of 
sugared history is a great novel, and the 
successful benefactor must be one who has 
a scientific knowledge of social conditions, 
And, in fact, it is a remarkable condition of 
modern! times that it is possible to find all 
of these talents in one individual, and to dis- 
cover that one can be a bud, a book writer, 
and a benefactor all at the same time, To 
find the individual or individuals best de- 
serving of success in each of these fields will 
be the business of those lesser lights who 
are not called upon to shine in high places. 


A WISE ECCLESIASTIC. 

Bishop Potter’s recent charge to the dio- 
cesan convention of New York on the sub- 
ject of temperance has confirmed the 
Women’s Christian Temperance union in 
its previous opinion as to Bishop Potter’s 
being either a shareholiler in the American 
Brewing company or else—and more prob- 
ably—anti-Christ. What the bishop said 
was, in brief, that in the present state of 
society prohibitory temperancé enactments 
were worse than futile. It is well enough 
to make stealing a crime. The number 
of persons who regard stealing as a virtue 
or as a peccadillo is small. It is well enough 
to prohibit the sale of certain injurious 
drugs. Not one person ina thousand thinks 
that those drugs ought to be offered to the 
public. With liquor the case is different. 
Publie opinion is divided, and the number 
of persons who wish tod retain the saloon is so 
large that laws passed against the saloon by 
bare majorities are ineffective. “ You will 
gather from all this,”’ said the bishop, “ how 
superficial, how utterly inhuman, inconsid- 
erate, and unreasonable I regard a great 
deal of that doubtless well intentioned zeal 
which seeks to make men and women virtu- 
ous and temperate by a law of indiscrimi- 
nate repression.

It is to the man behind the counter and the 
machine, whose “ task is so harrow, so con- 
fining, and so monotonous,” that the drink- 
ing, and the talking, and the good fellowship 
of the saloon become an almost - neces- 
sary relaxation after the day’s work. 

Besides, when the saloon is taken away, 
what happens? “It cannot be denied—the 
hysterical and abusive denials which one 
sees and hears only furnish to the philo- 
sophic mind fhé ‘stronger evidence for the 
thing denied—that the growth of the con- 
sumption of the substitutes for things 
against the use of which the prohibitory 
laws are aimed has risen, side by side, with 
the prevalence of those laws; and the ob- 
servation and published statistics of medical 
men in states where such laws have ob- 
tained opens a chamber. of |horrors, into 
which I have no heart to ask you to en-

SUPERINTENDENT COOLEY.

The 
effort to force Mr. Speer, a former assistant 
superintendent of schools, back into his 
position and compel Mr. Cooley and the 
board to work with him when they don’t 
want him, and have the best reasons for 
not wanting him, is another move which 
ought to fail, 

It is about time to call a halt on the cam- 
paign of vituperation on the superintendent 
of schools, who is doing his duty as he per- 
ceives it, and upon the board of education, 
which is composed for the most part of 
high minded and upright citizens. 

It is no wonder that Supt. Cooley has been 
considering the advis@bility of accepting the 
presidency of the university of the state of 
Washington. A’ man who has to undergo the 
finceasing attacks which are visited upon a 
superintendent of schools, and, in addition, 
to carry on the enormous work of the de- 
partment, does not rest on a bed of roses. 
Scarcely any salary will compensate a man 
qualified to undertake the great labor that 
is connected with the department if he shall 
be compelled in addition to stand upagainst 
the mud batteries which seem to be always. 
directed against him. 

Mr. Cooley’s experience is not peculiar in 
this respect. Almost all his predecessors 
during the last twenty years have been 
kept busy half the time in fighting foes and 
pacifying friends—without and within the 
organization. It will be an agreeable 
change when a superintendent of schools 
is permitted to give his undivided time to the 
discharge of the duties which heis nominal- 
ly engaged to perform, 

THE COMING OF ELIZABETH. ._.

He had the visionary idea of founding a 
colony there of devotees like himself—a sort 
of new Jerusalem, where they would wait 
the advent of the millennium, which he 
thought nigh ‘at hand. He passed away 
without — his expectations, but his 
hymn of resignation has remained and has 
heen and long will be one of the best of the 
gospel songs. 


A PLEA FOR CANDOR. 

Our esteemed, and honorable, and excel- 
lent friend, “ Hod” Taylor of Wisconsin, 
assistant secretary of the treasury, is not 
quite candid.

HAMLET AT THE COLUMBUS. 

« Hamlet” iga play which many people re 
gard as a morsel for fastidious palates, The 
Columbus is a theater which is commonly 
supposed to cater to the gross tastes of the 
mukitude,. There will be surprise in some 
quarters, therefore, when it is noticed that 


week brought together in the announcements 
of dramatic attractions. Meanwhile the LIli- 
nois was exhibiting “ The Sleeping Beauty 
and the Beast,” the Grand was trifling with 
“ Lazarre,” and Powers’ had just washed its 
hands of “A Modern Magdalen.” Where, 
for the immediate present, is the “ bane- 
ful influence,” sometimes even called the 
* baleful influence,” of the cheap theater, 
compared with the moral and esthetic power 
of the “ palatial homes of art’’? 

The fact is that if one is familiar with the 

cheap theaters of Chicago—considering 
now only those which present plays and: not 
phantasies and “ burlesqueries ’—one 
will find little reason to fear their effect 
upon the people. The crowds that sym- 
pathized with Hamlet and Ophelia are 
now hissing the black mustached villain 
of a bloody and thunderous melodrama, 
but in both cases there will be a strong 
(feeling manifested in honor of moral prin- 
ciples and in hatred and contempt for 
vice and crime. It is “ the fundamental ” 
in life that interests the audience at the 
Columbus. That is why Shakspeare is pop- 
ular there. Almost every Shakspearean 
play has situations which appeal to men 
and women simply because they are men 
and women, and not necessarily because 
by education or social position they are 
able to understand the nicer distinctions in 
the dialogue. It is one of the most convinc- 
ing proofs of Shakspeare’s extraordinary 
genius that whether Hamlet is played by 
Booth, by Bernhardt, or by Buhler, it still 
has power to reach the depths of the heart. 
~ This “note of universality,” however, is 
characteristic, to a slight degree, of many 
of Shakspeare’s contemporaries. Whe 
Elizabethan dramatists wrote for the shop 
as well as for the castle, for the artisan as 
well as for the queen. May an amateur ven- 
ture the guess that the modern drama will 
never have the fullness it ought to have 
until it acquires similar scope? What thea- 
ter now appeals to all classes alike, as the 
Globe did when Shakspeare was writing his 
plays for it? “ Hamlet” was designed for 
both the nobles on the stage and the citi- 
zens in the pit. It was not meant for a co- 
terie. Shakspeare had what some people 
now speak of as an “ ignoble ambition.” He 
wanted to “please the public.” He did 
please it. Also, he wanted to make money. 
He did make money. And are not these two 
facts—first, that he wrote for all classes: 
and, second, that he had to rely upon public 
approbation and support—responsible to a 
large extent for the third fact that he never 
got far away from general humanity, and 
that his fame is not bound up with the for- 
tunes of the select, sophisticated few? 
_ Ben Jonson puts the caseclearly. He had 
been annoyed by some people who scorned 
the public and who aimed only at the praise 
\of “the judicious.” In the prologue to 
“The Silent Woman” he remarked, there- 
fore, that 


Truth says of old the art of making plays 
Was to content the people, and their praise 
Was to the poet money, wine, and bays. 


This, when not carried to excess—any 


good thing can be ruined in that way— 
seemed to Jonson to be the proper view of

Jean Baptiste Camile Corot was born in 
Paris in 1706.

When 26 years of age he began his art 
studies in the studio of Michalion, and the 
next year entered the studio of Victor Ber- 
tin. In 1827 he first exhibited in the salon.

10 THE MAN WHO SWEARS. | 


My dear man, what makes you swear so? 

I do not suppose you were ever impressed 
with the statement that you were wronging 
God. He may be altogether unreal to you. 
If you believe in him at all, you regard him 
as above any injury from your poor little 
profanities. So that side of the case does 
not appeal to you. 

You are as little impressed with the state- 
ment that swearing injures your own soul. 
You may not be sure that you have any im- 
mortal part, and the fear of injuring it does 
not influence you, 

Being a fair minded man ané wishing to 
do no wrong to others, you do not intend 
40 swear in the hearing of those to whom it 
is offensive. Meaning to be a gentleman, you 
therefore find it best tQewear only in guard- 
ed manner. . 

There is one’ point,*however, gereraly 
overlooked by men who swear, and that ig 
the injury to their own power of thought and 
expression. For clean cut thinking we must 
train ourselves to see exactly the meaning 
we are after, and say exactly what we mean 
and no more. That would require us to ob- 
serve the rule of Eben Holden, who “ never 
swore ‘less ‘twas necessary.” If we canals 
be like him in everything we shall do well, 
Clean cut thinking will shut out profane 
swearing. Oaths cultivate lame thinking 
and halting speech. | knew an able lawyer 
who was the most profane man I ever kneW, 
Whenever he had strong feeling on any sub- 
ject, he blew it off in a jargon of profanity, 
It was a kind of safety valve for an un- 
governed temper, and perhaps eaved him 
from literally exploding. But it acted dis- 
astrously before a jury. He would begin & 
clear, convincing argumem, carrying every- 
thing before him, until he reached the point 
of powerful emotion, where he might have 
been supreme. But at that point it hed 
been his habit to blow off ina string of oaths, 
Of course, that would not do with a jurys 
and he haited and stumbled at the supreme 
point. 

I know you say that you must swear i@ 
order to express yourself. But that is just 
what swearing fails todo. It meane nothing 
so far as the matter in hand is concerned, 


and it expresses nothing. Expressing your 


self is the very thing you fail to doin pro 
fanity. 

The claim that you have to swear in orde? 
to express yourself is not put forward to 
advertise yourself as a person of extraor 
dinary intellect. It is conceded, however, 
that Shakespeare was a man of abounding 
thought, and yet he succeeded fairly well in 
expressing the thoughts he had without 
adding oaths to his regular stock of English 
You will hardly claim that your thoughtsare 
too deep or subtle to be expressed in the 
language of Shakspeare. You have noticed, 
too, that when men speak or write with @ 
purpose they do not lard their speech with 
oaths. The great authors keep to regular 
English. Nothing can give new strength @ 
one’s style who is a thorough master of ouf. 
mother tongue. You have observed that ® 
our highest legislative bodies, or before the 
Supreme court of the United States, no me? 
ever attempts to strengthen his speech 
oaths. 

I do not appeal to you to quit swear @ 
religious grounds, because that may 
nothing in common between us. I aaa 
that the wish to be courteous and to@ 
giving offense restrain you from swe 
ing indiscriminately everywhere. But ® 
proper regard for your own power of thought

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HE profession ofthe law in every part of the coun- 
try is more crowded than any other of the learned 
callings. However, this has always been the case, 
and the opportunities for the able lawyer are today 
quite as good, if not bettér, than ever. At the same 
time the chances for a lawyer of poor or even of 
mediocre ability have never been nearly so bad. 

The crowding of the legal profession is due not 
so much to the financial rewards which come to the 
practitioner at the bar, for unusual wealth can sel- 
dom be accumulated by any one whose opportunity 
for gain is limited to his own personal services, but 
the congestion is largely owing to the commanding 

_ eminence of that profession in the management of 
publie affairs. 
It has always bese the nearest gateway for political position, and, until 
recent years, for social distinction. 
So much was that the case that De Tocqueville, writing nearly seventy- 
fireyears ago, And contending that an aristocracy was necessary to the wel- 
fare of even popular government, agreed that the United States was no 


‘exception to the rule, for there, he said, the bar took the place of that 
balanced, conservative body which in other countries existed by vane of 
heredity. 

“The lawyers of the United States,” he said, “form a party which is 
but little feared and scarcely perceived; which has no peculiar badge to itself; 
which adapts itself wita great flexibility to the exigencies of the time, and 
accommodates itself without resistance to all the movements of the social 
body. But this party extends over the whole community and penetrates 
into all the classes which compose it. It acts upon the country impercepti- 


bly, but finally fashions it to suit its own purpose.” ' 


How much of that situation remains true today is a matter for ques- 
tion, but the seeker after a life calling will see every page of his country’s 
history studded with the names of great lawyers. He will observe the con- 
gress of the republic and the legislatures of the different states completely 
in their hands, and he will even mark that in time of war the volunteer ° 
armies of the country are for the most part officered by members of the 
legal profession. So, if ambition for public influence and station be the 


‘gearcher’s motor, the law is the best suited for him. He needs for capital 


at the start only a month’s rent and a copy of the statutes, — 


If, however, his aspirations tend towards wealth, he will find little to’ 


encourage him in the biographies of great lawyers, or, indeed, in a survey 
_of the profession generally as it stands. 

“A successful lawyer works hard, lives well, and dies poor,” Daniel 
Webster said, and the situation has not changed since his time. 

But if the searcher have a fine disdain for wealth, if he believes with 
Dean Swift that “ God shows what he thinks of riches by the kind of men 
he gives them to,” then let him look into himself and take inventory. 

Honesty, courage, intelligence, and health are necessary to marked suc’ 
cess even in commercial pursuits, where the attainment of money is the only 
thing desired. 

In the learned professions there must be added to these learning, tact 
in the management of people, and skill along the lines to be pursued. 

The successful lawyer must have as excess baggage ease of expression 
and an indefinable adaptability for throwing one’s self wholly into the con- 
cerns of another. But, most of all, he must in these latter days possess 
business ability. The most successful lawyer is he who is of greatest as- 
sistance to the business man. Tlie reign of eloquence is passing, if not alto- 
gether gone; it is of assistance still, but not indispensable. Juries yawn 
before fiery oratory, and the upper courts now reverse cases because of it.

The only difference in the legal professio~ be- 
tween what it was before the present industrial and hl 
social condition arose and what it has become since 
is that the requirements now are more ‘severe, and FF 
that rewards for the few are greater. But one must f 
be able to swim on the tide, for the undertow was 
never so strong. The best chance—following the 
trend of all modern affairs—lies in choosing a spe- 
cialty. 


The Work of the Fuvenile Court, 


HE fact that in Chicago, in the year preceding the 
enactment and going into effect of the Juvenile 
court law, there were 17,000 arrests of children will 
serve to illustrate the magnitude of the problem of 
juvenile delinquency in our city. Judges and grand 
juries, priests and pastors, teachers of sociology, all 
good citizens who had found time in the busy pur- 
suit of wealth and self-gratification to consider such 
a subject, and to learn of the condition I have al- 
luded to, were appalled. The result was the prep- 
aration and enactment of what has become known 
throughout the world as the Juvenile court law of 
Illinois, 

- It is not my purpose, nor is it needed, that I 
should take up your time by telling you what are 
the explicit provisions of this law.- It is found in the revised statutes of our 
state, and pamphlet copies of it can be obtained by addressing a line to the 

Juvenile Record, published by the Visitation and Aid society, 79 Dearborn 

street, Chicago. 

The basic principle of the law is that a child under 16 years of age 
ought not to be considered or treated as a criminal—ought not to be arrest- 
ed, indicted, convicted, and imprisoned as a criminal. It recognizes the fact 
that such children do acts which in an older person would be crimes, and 
properly be punished as such; that no child under the age fixed in the law 
should be branded in the opening years of its life with the indelible stain 
of criminality is the clear and explicit declaration of the law making power 
of the state in this magna charta of the children. 

The law is comprehensive and makes ample and full provision for the 
care and disposition of dependent, as well as of delinquent, children—both 
boys and girls. In speaking of “ children,” while the maeeEnae pronoun is 
used, it applies, of course, to both sexes. 

A “ dependent ” child is in the act defined to be “any child who for any 
reason is destitute, or homeless, or abandoned; or dependent upon the public 
for support; or has not proper parental care or guardianship; or who ha- 
bitually begs or receives alms; or who is found living in any house of ilf 
fame, or with any vicious or disreputable person; or whose home, by reason 
of neglect, cruelty, or depravity on the part of its parents, guardian, or other 
person in whose care it may be, is an unfit place for such a child.” 

A “delinquent” child ts defined to be: “ Any child under the age of 16 
years who violates any law of this state, or any city or village ordinance; 
or who is incorrigible, or who knowingly associates with thieves, vicious or 
immoral persons; or who is growing up in idleness or crime; or who know- 
ingly frequents a house of ill fame, or who knowingly patronizes any policy 
shop or place where any gaming device is or shall be operated.” 

The court upon whom the act imposes the duty of carrying out this law 


. unto 


is the Circuit court, a court of record of original and unlimited jurisdiction.. 
which nas had upon its bench a Sidney Breese, a David Davis, a Scholfield, 
a Lawrence, and many other of the chief lights in the jurisprudence of 
our state. This as if to emphasize the importance to the state of the work 
to be done. For convenience of designation the court is called the “ Juvenile 
court.” 

The case of ee individual child, whether dependent or delinquent, be- 
comes of record in this court, and every step taken in the case is shown 
upon the record of the court. The life, career, and surroundings of every 
such child—a sovereign in posse of an empire—is rightly deemed as of 
greater concern to the state even than are the disputes of citizens over the . 
possession of moneys or lands, 

The initial step in the proceedings in each case is the filing of a petition 
by any responsible citizen, setting forth the facts, all that are known, con- 
cerning the child, be he dependent or delinquent. Thereupon a summons as 
in chancery issues and the parents are notified to bring such child into 
court. Should they fail to do this an officer of the court, sheriff, or a proba- 
tion officer is sent after him. A reasonable period is then allowed for notice 
of the time, etc., when the petition will come on for a hearing. During this 
waiting period the child may be permitted to remain at home or be kept in 
the detention home under the kindly care of the probation officer and his 


‘wife there in charge. The hearing of the case is in open court, but with 


little of the technicality and formality usually found in court proceedings. 

I have always felt, and endeavored to act in each case, as I would were 
it my own son who was before me in my library at home, charged with 
some misconduct. I know of no better or more helpful principle than this 
for judge or probation officer to be guided by in dealing with this class of 
cases than that embodied in the golden rule, modified so as-to read, ‘* Do 
child as you would wish to have another in your place do unto 
yours.” 

. | first speak to the child in a kindly and considerate way, endeavoring 
to make him feel that there is no purpose on the part of any one about him 
to punish, but rather to befriend and help; that the state—that is, the g 
people of the state — all are interested in him, and want to do 
only that which will be most certain to be of help te him now 


and during his entire life. This talk to the boy is- intended for the. 


parents to hear as well, and usually reconciles them to the entire proceeding, 
as they come to understand that they are to be more benefited than any one 
else by having their disobedient and bad boy transformed into a good boy, 
who, when he grows to be a man, will be a good man, honest and indus- 
trious, the pride and support .of their old age. 

Usually 1] have not found it necessary to have many witnesses; for the 
boy has, in answer to my questions, frankly told me all about himself; his 
father and mother have with frankness and truthfulness given their know!l- 
edge and stated their own view as to the conduct of the boy. 


The point of inquiry is not to find out whether he has done an act which 
in an adult would be a crime, and to punish him for that; such facts are 
considered merely as evidence tending to show whether the boy is in a con- 
dition of delinquency, so that the state ought to enter upon the exercise of 
its parental care over the child. 

The adjudication in the case of the “ dependent ” child is that it is or is 
not in a condition of dependency, and in the case of the “ delinquent ” child, 


that it is or is not in a condition of delinquency. It being, upon considera- 


tion of the evidence, adjudged-that the child: is in» such condition of 
dependency or delinquency, then the court must decide what shall 
be done with it. The child becomes by the adjudication “a ward of the 
court.” The law recognizes the truth which has in the minds of many been 
lost sight of, that the parental care of the state can be exercised only 
through individuals. Passing laws will amount to nothing unless there are 
men and women to exercise, in the name of the state, over each ward of 
the court the care which a wise and loving parent exercises over his child. 

The law authorizes the court to appoint probation officers, as many as 
he sees fit. For this purpose the city has been divided into districts, each 
of which is in charge of a district probation officer, who has as many as- 
sistants as are needed, or as many as salaries can be obtained to pay for 
their services. Nothing is paid to probation officers out of the public treas- 
ury except the salaries paid to some fifteen city policemen who, in citizen's 
clothes, and without batons or revolvers, act also as probation officers of the 
vuvenile court. Then there ig.a chief probation officer, an experienced law- 
yer, on the staff of the city law department, who (with the efficient clerk of 
the court looks after the preparation of all papers) conducts upon sugges- 
tion of the court all needed outside investigation and superintends the work 
of all peobation officers. 

It has been my almost invariable practice to place a thild charged with 
delinquency, and brought into court for the first time, under the care of a 
probation officer and permit such a one to return to his home. This has 
been done before as well as after an adjudication of delinquency. Monition 
and admonition are given to the child and to the parents as well. The fact 
that in a large majority of cases this treatment, wisely and faithfully per- 
sisted in, has so resulted that it has not been found necessary to have the 
child brought again inte court, is the best evidence of the wisdom and effi- 
ciency of such a course. But, of course, many are returned. When one 
considers the squalor of the homes to which they return from the court, 
the vice and drunkenness with which they are in constant contact, the evil 


surroundings and the natural weakness of youth, he cannot but wonder that. 


many more do not again slip and fall. 

In Chicago since the enactment of this law a.“ parental school” of large 
and generous proportions, on a tract of forty acres, adjacent to the city, has 
been established, to which the court sends habitual truants who are not 


otherwise delinquent, Nearly all delinquency begins in truancy. This in-

stitution takes many children who have just entered upon the path of 
delinquency. The only other place to which the court can send the delin- 
quent boy is to the John Worthy school, located at the city bridewell, aud 
under control of the wise and humane superintendent of that institution, 
Mr. John J. Sloan. This is a well equipped public school, the educational 
features of which are under the charge of the board of education of the 
city, with a competent principal and excellent corps of men and women 
teachers. It has, however, a capacity of only from 350 to 400, and: is not 
what is needed, though today doing a splendid work. ped 
The legislature, at the last session, passed a law establishing in the coun- 

try a home for the delinquent boys of the state, and made a smal! appropria- 
tion ($25,000) to erect a building, upon condition that a site should be given 

for the purpose consisting of not less than 320 acres of land. ‘1.am pleased .. 


* to tell you that over $100,000 in money has been raised in @hicago to pur- 


chase such site, and today 1,000 acres of the richest and most beautifully . 
located land in Illinois has been purchased for this Rural Home and School — 
for Boys near St. Charles, distant from Chicago only about one hour's ride. 
Illinois expects to be able to show the world in a short time how the state 
of Lincoln, Grant, and Logan will, in the future, exercise, in a humane and 
helpful way, the parental duty she owes to her children. Her men of 
wealth have shown themselves awake to this important duty of the state, : 
and have made and will make generous contributions to this institution. © 
Already, besides the gift to purchase the site, members of the Commercial 
club of Chicago—a body composed of our wealthiest and most public spir-— 
ited business men—have agreed to give $50,000 to erect a building or build- 
ings upon this site. he state, at the next session of the legislature, will be 
asked to provide all necessary buildings not erected by private generosity. 

- Not dwelling upon the moral and religious phase of this great question,

—to guard against him, to hunt him down, to try_to 
convict wim, and keep him in enforced idleness in the 
penitentiary and to do the same for his children and 
his children’s children in the future, 

Should there not from this meeting of representa- 
tive men from all parts of our beloved land, held in 
this historic city, from which to an oppressed and 
tyrant ridden world was sent forth the immortal dec- 
Jaration of the inherent rights of all men, go forth a 
new declaration that no state claiming to be civilized 
can longer ignore the rights of the children and its 
duty to secure for all these who have it not that 
proper parental care each must have or become a 
menace and hurt to the state? 


the Heart of Mations. 


HE true end of social life is to augment the affection- 
ate sentiments, to diminish those of hate. 

In the heart we find needs and emotions with 
which the economist rarely occupies himself, but 
which nevertheless play a leading role in human life. 
They open to the field of social logic a new appli- 
‘cation. It does not suffice that needs and ideas, 
properly speaking, harmonize in a society. Or, 
rather, it-is impossible for them to harmonize if at 
the same time there is not established a harmony be- 
tween the diverse fibers of the heart—pity, indig- 
nation, admiration, wrath, enthusiasm, even hate, 

envy, sympathies and antipathies of every variety. 

When one of the heart’s chords vibrates no 
longer or vibrates falsely a society is diseased. 

The social heart is a piano which from time to time gets out of tune, and 
which for centuries could no longer render any tune correctly if it were not 
put into harmony by some apostle, some founder of religion, some great 
popular reformer or mystic. 

Besides, a stable society is not only a tissue of interests where the

common interests overbalance those that are not common; it is not only a 


vehicle of beliefs in accord with those of the great majority. 

It is before all an interlacing of sympathetic sentimerits, among which 
indeed certain antipathies can be found mingled, but rarely when they 
have to or with the reciprocal relations of the members of the social group, 
and not with their relations to strangers. 

We are led to believe generally that the social aim par excellence is 
to Augment the sum of pleasures and to diminish that of pains. We forget 
that there are pleasures and pleasures, pains and pains; that one over- 
balances another, as quality overbalances quantity, and that the most 
precious pleasure being to feel one’s self loved, and the most cruel pain 
being to feel one’s self hated, the true common end is to augment the sum 
of affectionate sentiments and to diminish those of hate. - 

Let us see what is the dialectic hate of social logic. It is always the 
same, Here we see a problem of equilibration. It is necessary, first, to 
harmonize the various sentiments, discordant and otherwise, until they form 
& concordant whole, a system; second, it is necessary ceaselessly to in- 
crease the proportion of sympathetic sentiments over that of the antipa-

The second problem is solved in one of the most familiar facts which 
human history reveals to us; the continuous enlargement of the social group 
both in extent and in depth. In depth by the breaking down of the barriers 
which separate the classes, the superposed layers of the group. In extent 
by the abolition of the frontiers which separate neighboring groups, by 
little and little annexed or assimilated by a conquering state. Here we see 
a tendency rather than a fact, but it is being realized the more as the truly 
vital forces of society secure freer play. 

Even in barbaric and savage epochs where the social group was weduced 
to a clan or a horde the mutual relations of the members of the group were 
remarkably cordial and fraternal while their relations with the stranger 
were continually ferocious and cruel. And we have the right to con- 
clude that the clearest and most striking progress in morality has consisted 
in the enlargement of the heart, parallel to the numerical increase of 
societies. 

In proportion as primitive families are adpeennted into tribes, the tribes’ 
into cities, and the cities into states, and as the states, wax greater in size 
and diminish in number the social system of the sentiinents expands, be- 
comes complicated and consolidated at the same time. It tends to repose 
on a Maximum of love and a minimum of hate. 


But is it then true that there exists in the ler of the sentiments | 
something which corresponds in the social systems toindividual ideas, be- 


liefs; in the social system to individual plans and desire’ 

Certainly. There is in the public heart, as in the private. heart, an in- 
timate solidarity of certain sympathies which presuppose certain antipa- 
thies, of certain prides which presuppose certain disdains, etc. These sys- 
tema, which play an enormous role in history, are the solution given by 
social logic to our first problem. 

The sentiments we know are double faced—beliefs on one side, desires 
on the other. They are the judgments and the wishes combined into orig- 
inal impressions, into superior sensations, and having for their object the 
ideas, the actions, the impressions Of other persons. These various senti- 
ments owe their cohesion, first, to the fact that they do not contradict each 
other: second, to the fact that they so operate with each other. 

We are led to study more closely the fundamental and moral distinction 
between the reciprocal sentiments exchanged by members of the same social 
group and their sentiments regarding stranger groups. On all sides and 


man whatsoever, in all your recollection, ever lamented a lack of a sense of 
humor in you, be you what you might to him, mother, wife, sister, or sweet- 
heart, except on such occasions as the exercise of'that faculty on your part 
might have saved his pride and feelings or helped him out of an embarrass- 
ing predicament.

From a man’s point of view a sense of humor on the part of a woman 
is sufficient to explain away any shortcoming. Through the exercise of 
its benefigent functions many a sword of Damocles has been snatched from 
overhead a prospective victim. Men may well urge the women they love to 
invoke its salutary offices, for humor is a balm wherewith to heal broken 
hearts, or rather an immunity whereby to prevent their breaking at all. 
But I do not believe that any man who really loves his wife wants her to 
have any deeper sense of humor than this, nor do I believe that the average 
lover wants his sweetheart to have any sense of humor at all, For that 
which is good in a wife is not necessarily a thing to be desired in 4 
sweetheart. 

| Men, being excessively séntimental creatures, much more so, indeed, 
than women, it follows as a matter of course that they value serious, tender 
sentiment above all else in the women of their choice. A little observation 
among your immediate circle of acquaintances will readily show you that 


the girl with a truly natural, healthy, well developed sense.of hymor is 


always it is remiarkable that the secluded nations before becoming acquaint- 


ed with each other commence by despising each other, sometimes even 


hating the one the other. 

In the heart of each people takeh separately the extreme esteem which 
they have for themselves and the ignorant hate which they bear their neigh- 
bors are logically in harmony. They together constitute an intense patriot- 


ism, and whatever modifies or enfeebles the second of these sentiments tends 


to undermine the strength and purity of the first. 

In savage tribes hate is collective and lively because there it has for 
its object something narrow and definite, a tribe or a neighboring city, all 
of whose members are known to each of their traditional enemies. But 
later, as the city becomes a little state and then a great state, it is a little 

or big, a neighboring or a remote state, which becomes the object of national 
antipathy. And it is impossible that the hate, expanded to ever so many 
heads, becomes confused and distant and an abstract name. 

The actual hate of the Germans for the French, and reciprocally, lively 


‘as it appears to us, is extremely pale and mild when compared to that of 


two tribes of Indians or of two Grecian cities before the Median wars. 

It is true for the same reason that the sentiment of civic solidarity is 
enfeebled when the number of citizens increases. And it seems in truth 
when superficially viewed that the gain of civilization must thus be 
doubtful. 

If progress consists onlw in substituting the collective hate of a city 
or clan for the collective hate of a canton or larger nation; if while the 
circle of patriotic enmities enlarges the field of patriotic enmities is also 
increased, where is fhe advantage? In spite of a parallel and continu- 
eus enlargement of the circle of enemies and friends by the enlargement 
of states the proportion of hate has increased, if not in extent, in force. 


‘The objects of amity, I mean of sympathetic sentiments, are first of all 


people who surround us, whose faces and voices are familiar to us. 
To these are added others in a radius more and more prolonged, but 


~ jt is always in a sphere of which we are the center, and in gaining new 


zones of affection we have lost none of the first, the dearest and liveliest. 

All the former affectionate sentiments, even the oldest, love, domestic 
tenderness, hospitality, attachments of servants to masters and masters to 
servants, subsist in spite of the changes. The others come as ties of pro- 
fessional camraderie, feudal or monarchical fidelity, democratic fraternity, 


humanitarian pity. 


rarely, if ever, popular with the opposite sex. For what man, indeed, can 
find pleasure in the wooing of a maiden who, like Mrs. Croker of old,

uriant, always remembering that she will have need for many of its sooth- 
ing herbs before the sands of her married life have all run through the glass. 

It is the potentially, not the essentially, humorous woman that a man 
likes, and nothing equals the delight of a husband to discover that his life’s 
companion, the tender, sentimental sweetheart of his courtship days, the 
thoughtful, serious wife, can at crucial moments tide over an embarrassing 
or a painful situation with a flash of humor. A man will forgive sucha 
woman anything. I e is a wise woman, however, she will not make a 
great parade of the quality. She will tend the saucy little flower assiduous- 
ly, all unbeknown to him, taking care not to let her husband, or the man in 
whom she is most interested, wander too near that particular corner of her 
intellectual garden where it flourishes. In other words, her sense of humor

A theatrical manager who knows 
what he is talking about if any 
man does was discussing the 
present dramatic situation with 
mea few days ago, and he said 
: with positive assurance that mu- 

sical comedy was the best paying attraction 
of the day. 

He did not pretend to say why, or how 
long the craze would last, but he said: 
* There it is, and there is no getting around 
it. Look, for instance, at the Rogers broth- 
ers. They are today the biggest money- 
makers in the theatrical business. The pub- 
lic goes not only one, but twice, three, and 
four times and takes its friends to see the 
show now running at the Knickerbocker the- 
ater, and every other show of which the 
Rogers brothers are the stars.” 

It cannot be these two men alone, for their 
broken English and obvious jokes would 
soon pall, but it is the whole show, the 
music, the dancing, the specialties, and the 
élaborateness with which it is put on the 
stage. The vast majority of theatergoers 
are amusement seekers. They do not go to 
the theater to be instructed or uplifted in 
any way.

It is 
probably too late now f her to change 
into that Mne of work, for it would take 
some years of preparation, but she might 
have been the legitimate successor of Maude 
Adams, who she at times suggests, with a 
dash of Ethel Barrymore. 

William Norris, whom I have never seen 
before except in character parts such as the 
jester in “ The Palace of the King,”’ made 
a tremendous hit in a low comedy part 
Monday night. He was funny without being 
coarse, and, while he lacks some of the 
grotesque drollery of James T. Powers, he 
has such a bouncing humor that no audience 
can resist him. 

“The Country Girl" is presented by the 
Augustin Daly Comedy company, under the 
direction of J. C. Duff. Whatever money is 
made out of it, a large share goes to the 
Daly estate, which includes Mr. Daly’s 
widow and Miss Ada Rehan. From the ap- 
pearance of things on Monday night, I think 
that the estate is going to havelarge profits. 
The house was packed, the audience en- 
joyed every minute of the show, and there 
is every reason to believe that ‘‘ The Coun- 
try Girl ’’ will spend the winter im New York.

or a sensation. We had two. Miss 
Virginia Harned gave us one by her strong 
emotional acting; Oscar Asche the other by 
the way he broke up the furniture in the 
last act. 

“Tris” is not a pleasant play, few of Mr. 
Pinero’s playe are, but it would, I think, be 
foolish to condemn it in a wholesale manner. 
There is too much cleverness in its working 
out to turn one’s back upon it and say that it 
is no good. No one can possibly admire 
iris, no one but the characters in the play, 
who seem to have adored her and usually ad- 
dressed her as “‘ divinity.’ But if there ever 
was &@ woman who was not divine, that wom- 
an is Iris. She is of the world worldly, a 

“woman who prefers luxury to purity, who 
sells her soul for money, and yet one cannot 
help feeling a little sympathy for her. We 
have to, at times, accept people as they are 
born: we must forgive them for falling when 
they have not the power toresist. Wecannot 
admire it in them, we cannot make them our 
friends, but we can be sorry forthem. But 
one must respect a Zaza more than an Iris. 
Zaza knew no better. She sinned because she 
loved. Irie sinned because she wanted 
money. It was, as Mr. Winters remarks, a 
case of “ cupidity against Cupid,” and cu- 
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to the terms of her husband's will she could 
not marry again without forfeiting her 
money. She loved Lawrence Trentwith, but, 
as he was poor, she would not marry him, for 
that would mean the loss of her money; shd@ 
preferred to keep her money and be his mis- 
tress. Them he goes to America to seek his 
fortune, promising to return with it in his 
pockets, a promise easier made sometimes 
than kept. On his return he finds Iris, whose 
fortune has been swept away by an untrust- 
worthy steward, living with a man who has 
given her all the luxuries that her sensuous 
nature craves..

.man, did right in forgiving her. He had 
played the part of a cad in the first place, 
and there were extenuating circumstances 
surrounding her fall from grace. There 
were none, so far as Irisis concerned. When 
Tess confessed her sin to Angel Clare she 
had our sympathy; when Iris told her story 
to Lawrence Trentwith we could only won- 
der that she dared do it, for she had no 
excuse, as in the case of poor Tess, to offer. 
She went to live with the Spanish Jew mil- 
lionaire because she wanted his money. He, 
poor fool, loved her so passionately him- 
self that he could not but think that away 
down in her heart somewhere she must 
have some little love for him, but she had 
not, and when Trentwith returned and he 
realized the situation he drove Iris out into 
the streets. Then, when the door closed 
behind her, he smashed the furniture. What 
became of Iris after this it would not be 
hard to guess.

Oscar Asche, who created the part of 
Frederick Maldonaldo in London, made a 
great success with the part here.

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ENTION was made in these col- 
umns last Sunday of the letter 
sent out on the preceding day by 
the trustees of the Chicago Or- 
chestral association, urging for- 
mer season ticket buyers to re- 

new their subscriptions this year. 
Stress Was laid on the fact that the falling 
off in*“season sales was resulting not only in 
diminished gross receipts but also in dis- 
couraging those generous, public spirited 
men and women who for eleven years had 
made good a deficit amounting to a total 
of over $370,000. 

The effect of this letter is reported to have 
beer most gratifying. All the week letters 
centaining ordere for season tickets have 
been coming in, and@ the Orchestral associa- 
tion officials state that the outlook for the 
coming series of concerts is brighter than it 
has been at a corresponding date in any 
recent year. 

Thoughtlessness is shown by many of the 
letters to have been the chief cause for the 
writer’s having discontinued the season sub- 
scription. “I never looked at the matter 
in the light your communication puts it,” 
wrote one man, and it was evident from the 
tone of many of the orders received that 
the idea of helping on and sustaining a 
public institution of wide educational in- 
fluence merely by subscribing for the sea- 
son rather than by going “when we feel 
like it,’’ had never dawned upon the writers. 

It seems, however, the public spiritedness 
that exists im. larger measure here in Chi- 
cago than im any other city in the country 
has needed only to be roused. The response 
has been instant, and it is earnestly to be 
hoped that ali who realize the important 
part the Chicago Orchestra as an institution 
plays in the oulture life of the city, and who 
are financially able to do 80, will see to it 
that tickets are taken for the seasonand not 
merely for those evenings when it happens 
to be convenient to go. The tickets for the 
afternoon or evening, when engagement or 
lack of desire makes attendance impossible, 
need not be wasted, for there is no one so 
poor in acquaintances and friends that he 
cannot find some person who would be glad 
to use a free ticket for a concert by the Chi- 
cago Orchestra. It is'true that one case is 
known in which a member of a prominent 
north side family was discovered tearing up 
two tickets for a Friday afternoon concert, 
and when remonstrated with said: “ Why, 
I always do it! I can’t go, and I never sup- 
posed any one ese would care to!” Such 
cases, it is hoped, are rare, and K may be 
stated thet in this particular instance the 
tickets that the buyer could not use were 
afterwards given to some music lover who 
could. But the incident serves to show that 
thoughtiessness and the disregard of what 
contributes to the pleasure of others are in 
many instances responsible for the with- 
drawal from the orchestra of the assured 
support the purchasing of a season ticket 
gives. 

While on the subject of tickets it might 
not be amiss to call attention to the fact not 
gentrally known that tickets for either the 
Friday afternoon or the Satulday evening 
concert are exchangeable, if presented at the 
box office not later than Thursday—the mati- 
née tickets being exchangeable for those for 
the evening, and vice versa. And if the 
tickets are neither exchamged nor used they 
are available for general admission to any 
subsequent concert. These are facts which 
buyers either overlook or do not know, but 
which make the obligations a season ticket 
imposes less severe than they might be were 
such privileges and concessions not granted 
by the orchestral association. 


LONDON: correspondent of the Paris 
Les Debats in writing of the recent 
well patronized performance of 
mae opera in English, given by. the 
Wee) Moody-Manners company at Covent 
Garuea, has the following pertinent state- 
ment concerning the translating into.Eng- 
lish of French, German, or Italian grand 
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peras: 
“Trangiators of opera books generally 
Mimit themselves to the task of simply count- 
ing the syllables to be translated, instead 
of scanning them. [It is time that the trans- 
lating of lyric works should be intrusted to 
those who are at once ifterary men and mu- 
siclans. One would then have transiations 
which weuld probably not have the same 
value as the original text, but would at least 
not spotl the music.”’ 

Patrons of the performances given here 
by the grand opera section of the Savage 
Castle Square organization have had fre- 
quent opportunity to note how inadequate, 
not to say ridiculous, are many of the 
“ standard” transiations of the best known 
operatic works. Improvement in this direc- 
tien, however, will doubtiess have to wait 
on the more complete establishment of grand 
opera in the vernacular in this country. 

The Debats’ correspondent touches, how- 
ever, upon another defect in the Covent Gar- 
den performances, which also has itscop 
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and which might be corrected at once. He 
says: 

“And it is also necessary that English 
singers should improve their diction. The 
greater part of Engiish vocalists neglect ab- 
solutely this branch of their art. So long 
as they sing, they care little if they are un- 
derstood.”’

RAILWAYS TREAT 
PEOPLE BETTER.

Improvement Shown Recently in 
Their Consideration of the 
Public. 


ROM New York to Chicago in nineteen 
hours has been regarded as one of the 
revolutions in the business of railroad- 
ing. But while roadbeds, speed, and 
comfort are of the chief interest to the 

general public, the personality of the rail- 
road of the present shows the widest diver- 
gence. from the ethical! side of railroading of 
thirty years ago. 

In the flush times of the land grants and 
the jesuance of coutity and state bonds to 
assist in the building of the rallroads, the 
railway operator was a prince.

Slim Chances of Redress. 

There was no redress. In those days a rail- 
road management was more intangible than 
is the constituency of a bribed jury in Chi- 
cago. Many of the “stub” lines were in 
a semi-bankrupt condition. The courts had 
emall experience in reaching the treasury 
of a company under any circumstances. 
And, above all, neither individuals nor com- 
munities care to antagonige a management. 

In freight shipments a man received a bill 
of lading, hoping that hie customer might 
get fruit or vegetables before they rotted, or 
that he might get his shipment of other im- 
perishable stuffs without its having been 
smashed to kindling wood. Farm imple- 
ments and the heavy machinery of the ma- 
chine shops would be received at a freight 
depot broken, or with parts lost by the rail- 
road crews. 

Under such circumstances as these, even, 
it was rare when the company could be held 
for such: damages. Bluff’’ was the atti- 
tude of the management, and in the cases that 
came to trial and which were decided against 
the defendants, appeal after appeal would 
be taken until the complainant would be 
worn out by the processes of law. The raill- 
road, having its legal department that still 
had to be paid for, found it to its advantage 
to pursue this policy of “ bluff,’’ for, with 
a few costly suits on the part of complain- 
ants, Garried far beyond the means of the 
complainants and the worth of the suits, the 


spirit of railway litigation. 

As to the railroad’s right of way, the com- 
pany. was supreme. If, through any cir- 
cumstances, a farmer’s stock got on the 
tracks, not only would there be no effort not 
to kill and maim, but in scores of cases the 
engineer would put on all steam in an effort 
to ruh the animals down. With a certain 
type of locomotive engineer it was a matter 
of boast when he would achieve the reputa- 
tion of killing more stock than any other 
man on his division. 

Changes in Railway Ethics. 

Only to recall these facts of thirty years 
ago is sufficient to make plain to the reader 
how great have been the changes in rail- 
way ethics. Between the pressure of public 
sentiment and the evolution of court pro- 
cedure in reaching corporations, the rafiroad 
mahagement began to make Conressions. 
With the arousing of public sentiment, the 
lawmakers, too, began to devise meatis to 
check the ozar-like operations of the rail. 
road company. Today nearly al things have 
been made new.

NBEW YORK, Sept. 27.—Seon after the 
opening of the stock market there were 
large selling orders, due to misgivings over 
the expected bank statement, causing a 
heavy break all around.

/N the rush of building in the downtown 
districts of Chicago the element of time 
in the construction is of vital conse- 
quence when the question of ground 
yents is considered; where a man, firm, 

gr corporation is paying perhaps $25,000 a 
for a ground lease it is necessary that 
tho Dullding shall not be any longer tinder 
way than the greatest haste in building 
makes unavoidable. But if in this rush of 
Hullding it should be brought home to the 
builders that a steel structure forced to 
gompletion in six months instead of a nec- 
essary twelve months should offer up a sac- 
yifice of one or more human lives for this 
privilege of haste, there is no question that 
~g Christian civilization would make such 
protest that a six months building would be 
made impossible. 

For to this hurry tn a contract the bulid- 

‘ers of Chicago credit greater loss of life 
than to all the other possibilities in building 
gombined. In this sense haste is ‘not the 
haste of the individual in individual tasks; it 
is the haste that piles one set of workmen 

‘above another until perhaps a dozen gangs 
Of men are working at a dozen separate con- 


' tracts, while between these gangs of men 


are floor after floor, formed of loose planking 
trough which hammers, rivets, tongs, 
bricks, stones, terra cotta, and the thousand 
‘and one tools and materials of building may 
fall in spite of all precautions, killing and 
maiming as they fall. 

“You may iay the largest per cent of 
accidents on any building to this haste that 
gets one sets of workmen above another,”’ 
said Supt. Fox of the firm of Holabird & 


Roche. ‘“‘ You may say that 90 pér cent of” 


the accidents on a building is due to falling 
missiles, and just to the extent that one 
gang of men is piled upon another through 
a structure, just to that extent one may ex- 
pect these missiles in falling to find vic- 
tims. 


Many Trades Working at Once. 


“Haste, as it is ordinarily understood, ‘is 
not actountabie for undue accidents. Asa 
rule, men working upon a building Go not 
work in a rush, Steel workers do, but they 
are the exception. Haste in building means 
the beginning of wiring, fireproofing, carpen- 
tering. plastering, bricklaying, plumbing, and 
perhaps certain lines of finishing, before the 
structural steel is up to the level of the sixth 
floor of a sixteen story building. Im fact, on 
an ordinary downtown building going up in 
a rush twenty-five separate trades have been 
at work through the structure at the same 
time. 


* Ordinarily a_person familiar with the con- 


ditfons under which craftsmen work might 
look to the laws and the city ordinances for 
protection of these men. But the laws do 
not protect. There is an ordinance which re- 
quires the builder to see that the floors in a 
skeleton structure shall be planked over. So

NE of the most noted and revered 
women in American history was born 
in poverty and lived her short life in 
obscurity.

Careless of Other Artisans. 

“Another thing making accidents in 
building easier is the general idea of one 
gang of workmen that they have small duty 
toward another gang. _An lronworker, for 
instance, will be careful of other ironwork- 
ers, but he is disposed to say to blazes with 
the masons, Who may be working just below 
him. Workmen get careless, too, even of 
themselves. It is not often that they fall; 
theip carelessness largely is that of men 
‘who work looking to the other fellow to take 
care of himself, provided he is not of them- 
selves, 

“ As to the postoffice building costing only 
‘One life, the time it was in buliding is the 
first great element; then its immense area 
is apother. If it were desirable to keep 
several gangs at work, there were eight great 
wings through which they might be dis- 
tributed. It hardly could have been neces- 
sary ever to have put one’gang of men work- 
ing above another, and right there the bui!d- 
ers had “an immense advantage in the cas- 
ualty list. Under circumstances that ‘keep 
ohe gang of men from under another, there 
are not many opportunities for accident. 
Time was when men went up ladders from 
one floor to another; stairs with railings are 
universal now. and stone were car- 
ried up in hods; they go up in steam lifts | 
now.

Taking his stand at 
the foot of the grave, Parson Elkin lifted 
his v in prayer and sacred song and 
then preached a sermon. He spoke of the 
precious. Christian woman who had gone 
with the warm praise which she deserved 
and held her up as a true example of true 
womanhood.”’ 

Uncle Redmond Grigsby, aged 86 years, 
who is on the committee of reception, is 
also reticent about the Lincoln family, al- 
though it was his own brother who married 
Abe's only sister.

The practical or- 
ganization of this college was rendered pos- 
sible by the firet session of the fifty-seventh 
congress, .which made an initial appropria- 
tion of $1,260,000 for the purpose. The new 
war college is te be under the direction of a 
board which has already been appointed by 
President Roosevelt, and which consists of 
Gen. Young, president: Gens. Carter and 
Bliss, and. Majs. Greene and Beach.

The qualifications of the graduates,of the 
service schools will serve as an index of the 
systems pursued in those institutions to 
the college board, to which their general 
supervision will be intrusted. Eventually 
the entire direction of the military educa- 
tional institutions of the United States ‘will 
rest with this board, and by this means it is 
expected to attain a unity of method and 
a perfection of system formerly impossible. 


Urge Officers to Study. 


When it is remembered. that since the 
declaration of. the war against Spain 1,818 
lieutenante have been commissioned in the 
army, of which number but 276 were gradu- 
ates of West Polirit, 616 having been ap- 
pointed from the. volunteers, 414 having been 
promoted from the ranks, and 512. having 
been drawn from civil life, the im-

ing upon them the importance of incneasing, 
by hard study, their military attainments, is 
obvious.  . 

Nor is the administration content to rest 
with the perfection of a system of education 
for officers. A recently.issued circular urges 
upon company officers the necessity of train- 
ing their commands to the highest state of 
efficiency. The recent naval and military 
maneuvers off the New England coast were 
intended to promote training of the men quite 
as mach as. that of their superiors, and the 
same is true of the contemplated maneuvers 
to take place. in the gulf of Mexico during 
the approaching winter and those which will 
occur near’ Fort Riley, .Kas., in the near 
future. 

Every opportunity for target practice 
among the soldiers in the army and the 
gunners of the navy is being improved and 
that same lavishness which Col. Sellers advo- 
cated in regard to his nourishment is prac- 
ticed by the administration in regard to 
ammunition. President Roosevelt himself 
offered a handsome prize to the gun crew of 
the Mayflower which showed the greatest 
proficiency in’ target practice last month. 
The thorough inspection of ordnance, forti- 
fications, signal service apparatus, and 


accouterments, which preceded the recent 


maneuvers, is well known and that, together 
with their subsequent use in the sham bat- 
tles, served, to use a favorite expression of 
the president's, “to prevent the men from 
becoming stale.” 

It must not‘ be! supposed that it is the 
Gesire of the president or his secretary of 
war to enlarge thelJmilitary establishment 
of the country. Such is not the case. Ex- 
pressing himself on this subject to Senator 


Proctor, a member of the committee on mill- 


tary affairs and an ex-secretary of war, 
President Roosevelt said one day jast winter: 
“My. conception of the proper military 
establishment for the United States is. a 
‘minimum foree with a maximum of efficien- 


cy,”’ and that may be’ taken as the keynote 


of Secretary Root’s efforts in this direction.

the cash register. He's a new one on this 
but I can tell he’s a ‘ spotters 
The friend trailed after the man, and, sure’ 
ough, he darted into another drinking re- 
rt and seated himself where he could see.

He also 
jis given 30 cents an hour for spending money, 
, because the agency figures that a man wil 
sepend that much going from saloon to sa- 
‘loon. Now to make sure that he covers his 
‘goute and spends the money allotted him 
| there are sergeants who keep tab on the 
'* spotters.’ If a ‘spotter’ turns in a false 
ye he is pretty sure to be caught, and 
he gets the bounce. The ‘ spotters’ never 
‘know the sergeants, but the sergeants know 
the ‘spotters,’ and report them as quickly 
‘Yor dishonesty as the ‘ spotter’ reports the 
dishonest bartender. I wish’ the boss would 
give me that $8 or $10 a week that he pays 
'the ‘spotter’ to keep tab on me. There 
would be just as much money in the cash 
register every morning when he counts up, 
and maybe a little bit more.”’

GARDEN OF EDEN.| 


1So Says German Professor, Who 


Declares It Alone Fulfills Nec- 
essary Conditions. 


HE cradle of humanity hasbeen located 
more than once. More than one an- 
thropologist has staked out a little sec- 
tion of the globe and has said: ‘‘ This 
was Eden.”’ But now another scientist 

has used certain premises as a compass and 
certain theories as a chain, and hassurveyed 
a new portion of the world and has located 
a new nursery. 

Australia is the new HEden and Prof. 
Schoetensack of Heidelberg is {ts discoverer. 
His conclusions were presented to the Berlin 
Anthropological society at a recent meeting. 
The methods by which they were reached are 
as interesting as the conclusions themselves. 

The anthropologist began with the assump- 
tion that during the geological agesthe brain 
of man wae developing and his body was 
extremely feeble. At this time there were 
beasts of great strength and agility which 
would have made the development of a race 
weak physically impossible. 

With this assumption fixed Prof. Schoe- 
tensack, with his knowledge of the various 
forms of life which existed at various times 
yon the globe, began to count out the regions 
where it would have been impossible for man 
to have been nourished. 

America, Europe, Asia, and Africa were 
quickly put out of consideration, as there 
existed on these continents animals which 
would have destroyed every trace of human 
life in extremely short order. . 


northern or southern extremities of the 
globe because of the cold. The brain of 


veloped to enable him to discover fire, and 
he coukd not have warmed himeelf. The 
only place men could have existed where fe- 
rocious beasts lived would have been in the 
trees, and if they’ had led such a life the 
result would be a four handed instead of a 
two handed race. 

Every one of the scientist’ s premises forces 
the conclusion that men were developed in 
\pome clime where the temperature was mod- 
erate, where food was easily obtained, and 
where life was not a continual struggle 
against animals superior physically. 

Such being the case, the anthropologist 
finds but one place answering that descrip- 
tion. That is Australia. At one time this 
may have had a connection with southern 
Asia. Here man may have been nourished 
and developed, he reasons. It is safe from 
carnivorous beasts which could threaten 
the existence of men. 

Such carnivorous animals as existed on 
the island or continent were too small to be 
a danger. The dingo or wild dog, now known 
to have existed there with prehistoric man, 
was not a dangerous foe. One of the mar- 
suplals was carnivorous, but it was neither 
large enough nor strong enough to have 
been a danger at any time. 

There was an abundance of food easily 
procured, and the climate was tempered to 
a weak race. There more easily then any- 
where else the art of making fire might 
bave been discovered. 

Australia also lacks the dense forests 
which might have produced an arboreal race, 
but it is pointed out that the tall Australian 
trees would be calculated to produce just 
such hands and feet as the human race 
actually has. 

All these theories have led Prof. Schoeten- 
sack to pronounce with positiveness that 
Australia was the cradle of the race and 
that it was the garden of Eden.

murder. He whets his pen on the edge 
of the table. He grits his teeth and grins 
viciously at what he hae written, and then, 
as the ink microbes bite and claw at him 
again, he commences to drag forth the char- 


_ jecters he has created, and slay them with- 


out mercy. 
: Somber Effects on Poets. 


It is quite possible that the pessimist poets 
who see so much of the sombernese of life 
are also victims of the ink microbes. Many 
of the writers on economic subjects and on 
the various great questions of the day are 
also, if the truth were but known, merely 
victims of the ink microbe, which probably 
has no hesitancy im biting any writer of 
every kind and sort who hae the ill luck to 
put his pen into the inkstand. The only 
remedy would seem to be in boiling the ink 
and keeping the pens and paper carefully 
sterilized.

NE of the highest salaried and most responsible city officials has his 
hands simply tied to a pen... From the time he reaches his office until 
he leaves it at night he writes. He writes while he talks. Visitors 
come and go, conferences are held, matters of finance discussed, 
problems of city administration considered, and this official, inter- 
ested in all of them and a final authority In many, continues writing. 
The writing is a constant repetition. When the official finally lays aside 
his pen at night his day's work fs represented by one succession of signa- 
tures. Probably a thousand times a day he writes: | 


It is the work of a clerk, yet the character of the controller's duties 


is such that the man at the head of the financial bureau of the city must 
spend most of his time doing merely mechanical labdér. At certain times dur- 


ing the month the controller is confronted with such a mass of documents. 


which require his signature that he is threatened with the “ writer's cramp.” 

There is no remedy for it. A stamp cannot be uséd, or the controller 
will nat use one. He signs his name to warrants, vouchers, bonds, and other 
documents by the thousands. To complete the work which flows constantly 
into his office he has to stick to the pen even while important conferences 
are being held. Other city officials come to him with problems. The con- 


troller listens and talks and keeps on writing the eight letters which com- | 
pose his name. 


Sometimes, in the absence of Mayor Harrison, he is acting mayor as 
well as controller, and the volume of documents requiring signatures is 
considerably increased. At the same time the amount of business he has 
to transact is augmented. 

Every time the public school teachers are paid Controjler McGann 
writes his name 6,000 times. That is once a month. In @ year the con- 
troller has signed his-name 60,000 times to warrants for the salaries of the 
publie schoo! teaching force, Every city hall pay warrant contains his 
signature. Every contract, which are made in triplicate, bears his signa- 


‘ture. Every bond bears it. 


When the duties of mayor are added the controller is obliged to write 
his. name to all free permits, all bridewell pardons, and all dog pardons. 
Whenever a bil] is paid the controller writes his name. No matter how 
trivial the item Mr. MoGann has to put his signature to the warrant before - 
it ig payable. 

The controller is paid $500 a month. The majority of his time is 
occupied with doing the work of a §75 a month clerk. 

“If you don’t mind,” he says to his visitors, ‘I'll just keep on writing.” 

“JT never counted the number of times 1 have to sign my name,” he 
gaid. “I have Intenaed to keep count for a week and get a fair average. 
It is something tremendous. It practically keeps me tied to the writing 
desk. My work is just a constant succession of signatures. The man ip 
this position is supposed to work with his head, but as a matter of fact 
he work with his hands. 

“Tt is the work that a clerk would do. Every pay roll has to be signed 
by the controller, and the teachers’ salaries alone require 6,000 signatures a 
month. Every warrant that is drawn has to be signed. Then there is all 
the miscellaneous correspondence which passes through this office, and ali 
the letters have to be signed.”

ELABORATE PRECAUTIONS. TO PREVENT THEFT. 


E city hall and the county building, 
situated, as they are, in the most con- 
gested and populous business district 
of Chicago are guarded every day and 

every night with as much system and 

tare as if they were located in the middle 
of the most dangerous outlaw settlement 
hh the world. | 


An hour's free time tn either of them would 


bring to the burglar who would make a suc- 
‘cessful foray booty beyond his wildest 
dreams. Papers of the utmost importance 
are always stored in each of them. Books, 
which, if the minutest alteration could be 
made in them, would result in the loss to the 
tity or the county and:.to the. gain of the 
thief of thousands and thousands of dollars, 
are there in ton lots. Histories of titles to dis- 

puted property, receipts, vouchers, memo- 
randa, to secure which many men would 
give enormous sums, are there all the time, 
and in actual cash either the city hall or the 
county building would return bigger in- 
vestments to the successful cfiminal than 
would a raid on many of the banks. 


Unique Force of Guardians. 


To keep the money from the thieves who 
steal only money, and to preserve in all 
their integrity the documents upon which 
hinge millions of dollars, there is one of the 
most unique forces of guardians in exist- 
ence. 

The system now employed in the big grim 
looking buildings is as perfect as human 
ingenuity can make it. The wisdom of the 
men who have been perfecting it year by 
year is justified by the fact that while, in 
some cities, money and securities have been 
stolen from the official repositories, Chicago 
and Cook county have preserved the treas- 
ures given into their charge. 

The force which guards the county building 
numbers twelve men. Each is sworn in, 
both as a deputy sheriff and a special police- 
man, They are appointed by the sheriff, 
and their names are George Harter, John 
Kelly, George Phillips, Theodore Jaecel, 
Thomas Pine, Theodore Abens, Ernest Doeb- 
ler, A. Swanson, August Behiel, and Thomas

They are under the direct command of

SURGERY CURES 
TYPHOID FEVER. 


Operation in Paris Successful in a 
Case That Seemed Hope- 


less. 


YPHOID FEVER has been cured by 


an operation. A Paris surgeon has | 


just brought a patient out of a seem- 
ingly hopeless case of the disease, and 
the method by which he did it consti- 
tutes a distinct achievement in curative sci- 


ence. 

* Dr. J. S. Dauriac, an eminent practitioner 
of Paris, resorted to surgery as a last rem- 
edy in a case which had been given up. The 
patient, a young man of 17 years, is now in 
full possession of his health. 

While the physician was convinced that the 
intestines could be cleaned antiseptically 
and the inflammation thus reduced, he would 
not have undertaken the dangerous opera- 
tion if the father of the young man had not 
urged it and if it had not been that the pa- 
lient was doomed, and if it had not been 
apparent that he could live a few days. 

The fever had followed its course for 
twenty days and the case was seen to be 
hopeless. The father, seeing the hopeless- 
ness of his son’s condition, urged the physi- 
clan to perform the operation as a last meas- 
ure, and it was decided to undertake it. 

An incision about the length of the index 
finger Was made in the left side, about two 
and a quarter inches Mmside the forward and 
upper iliac spine, into the peritoneum. This 
incision was just sufficient to allow the 
physician to take hold of the small intes- 
tine and draw it out. A little shield was 
attached in the peritoneum and in the deeper 
points of the incision, with the convex side 
towards the smaller intestine, and this shield 
was fastened by catgut. The intestinal 
tumor was then opened and cleaned out and 
the edges tied to the skin. The wound was 
then closed up minutely and protected all 
around the mouth of the intestine by steril- 
ized cotton, covered by a thick layer of iodo- 

‘formed collodion. 

Afterwards a Nelaton tube im flexible rub- 
ber was introduced and the drainage of in- 
fected matter from the intestines facilitated 
by the employment of boiled water slightly 
cooled and salted. At the end of the second 
day the water thus used seemed to be free 
from infected matter. From the first day 
there was a noticeable improvement in the 
patient’s condition. His temperature steadily 
decreased, and three days after the operation 
it was lower than it had been at any time 
since the beginning of the iliness. 

The physician then did not hesitate to give 
his patient mére or lese solid food, beginning 
with thick vermicelli soup, then noodles and 
fine macaroni cooked in water. Seven days 
afterward the invalid ate an egg, followed by 
a lamb chop. From that time on the re- 
cuperation was extremely rapid, and .the 
young man today-is enjoying perfect health. 

ln bing the details of the operation 
Dr. Dauriac said that probably many Amer- 
ican physicians had realized the possibility 
of resorting to surgery in the treatment of 
typhoid cages and a relation of this operation 
might prove interesting to them. 

“I was careful to select a point of the in- 
testine sufficientiy removed from the ileoce- 
cal valve to avoid the center of the ulcera- 
tion,’’ said the physician, ‘‘ and not too much 
above the jujunum to interfere with nutri- 
tion. I was guided in the operation by the 
ecchymose aspect presented in spots by the 
exterior surface of the small intestine the 
nearer I approached the largest of the intes- 
tines.’ 

The achievement of the Paris physician 
is greeted by men of his profession im that 
city as one of the memorable surgical 
achievements of the year. P

In the daytime, when all of the nineteen 
courtrooms in the building are filled with liti- 
gants, witnesses. spectators, and lawyers, 
when hundreds of clerks are employed in the 

recorder’s office, the treasurer's office, the 
sheriff's, the county commissioners’ rooms, 
and the other departments in the structure, 
these twelve guards patrol the corridors or sit 
at the most crowded corners. 

They are supplemented by special guards 
in the treasurer's office, all of which guards 
are armed. 

Some of the guardians of the county’s 
treasures go to work at 7 o’clock in the morn- 
ing and remain in the building until 3 in the 
afternoon. They are then relieved by others 
who work until 11 o’clock at night. Then 
others come and work through the rest of the 
night and till 7 o’clock in the morning. These 
latter guards remain in the upper part of the 
building. To ereep. onto one of the upper 
floors is to be immediately arrested. 


Can’t Get In at Night. | 
But it is extremely difficult if not absolutely 


impossible to get into the big building after 
nightfall. At exactly 6 o'clock the elevators 


. @ease running and all the gates and doors 


leading to Clark and Washington streets are 
closed and securely locked. Heavy wire 
nettings - which’ separate. the. corridors 
of the city hall from those of the coun- 
ty building are closed, and the ponderous 
gates in them are closed and locked. Then 
only one way from the street into the build- 
ing remains open. ‘That is the Randolph 


street door, and in front of that a guard © 


stands all night. 
Before the locking up takes place the build- 
ing is searched from top to bottom. Court- 


‘rooms are looked into, also closets, offices, 
and spaces in the halls which might be hiding >

In Front of Money Vaults. 

Then two additional guards take their posts 
in the treasurer’s office in front of the doors 
of the money vaults. Two more station 
themselves in the sheriff's office, and one is 
piaced im the recorder’s office.

corridors of the half darkened bullding at 
night is a signal for the guards torush tothe 
scene and investigate. There is too much at 
stake to _— of lagging or parleying. 

It is a curfous fact that while in the last ten 
years three watches have been, stolen from 
passengers in the elevators in the day time 
no one ever lost a pocketbook In the building. 
Overcoats are a favorite prey, but.each year 
sees the number of those stolen diminish. 

In the city hall the detective headquarters 


“and the station of the central detail of uni- 


formed policemen. which are both located on 
the basement floor, serye as efficient deter- 
rents to thieves. To enter the city hall one 
would have to pass many of these officers 
and would then likely eficounter one of the 
eight policemen who guard the building and 
do nothing else. 

Every office and every room in both of the 
buildings is locked before the big outer doors 
are swung-to each night, so a figure in any 
of the corridors is a just ground " sus- 


picion. 


Robberies Outside Building. 


It was reported to the police some months 
ago that a man had been knocked down and 
robbed in one of the dark corridors in the 
city hall, and this rumor was made the sub- 
ject of jests all over the country, most of 
the outpouring of wit and sarcasm being 
based on the supposedly unsafe condition of 
even the city hall in Chicago. A rigid ex- 
amination whjch was made by the police into 
the facts in the case showed beyond ques- 
tion that no. such robbery had occurred. 
It is not denied that two or three drunken 
men Have been held up on the street in the 
shadow of the city hall, but the county build- 
ing has been saved even thisslight stigma. 

‘As soon as a’ known thief shows Nis face 
in either of the buildings he is asked to tell 
what his errand is. If it is a harmless one 
he is permitted.to go about it, but even then 
his footsteps are dogged until! he is outside of 
the building. If he has no good excuse he is 
ushered into the outer air without cere- 
mony.

ITED ‘A FORTUNE.

land, usef to pick rags. She lived in 

@ squalid. little.room in, adirty-alley. - 

“Her existence was.from sahand . to. 

mouth. She was partial,to gin, and 

she had an aggressive disposttion and a pit- 
ter tongue. 

Suddenly, in her 65th year, her life has been 
changed: The United States Supreme court 
has awarded her half.of the estate of her 
éousin, John Sullivan, who died intestate in 
Seattle, Wash. 

The bitter old woman is no longer depend- 
ent on the. scant living she earned by pick- 
ing rage and bones. She is rich beyond her 
wildest dreams. The sum is an untold for- 
tune to her—and she does not know what 
to do with it. 

“Probably no one ever had a fortune sud- 
aenly placed within reach who is less apt to 
use it to advantage than this rag picker... 
When the news_reached her the other day 
ih ‘‘ Crone’s alley,’’ one of the worst slums 
of Cork, she was so. bewildered’ that she 
hardly knew. what to dd. She does not ap- 
preciate what it may méan to her. . 

For years She has made her home in the’ 
aequalid alley. Occasionally she has been 
able to pay a week's rent of a shilling for. 
her “home.” In the best days of her life, 
she was able to earn $5 a week as a crochet 
Woman. Then she became a scrubwoman 
and made less. Of late years she has picked 
bones and rags. 


John Sullivan, the cousin whose estate she 
inherits, began life in the safme dirty slum 
where his fortune afterwards found the old 


‘woman. He: went as a sailor and was ship- 
wrecked on the coast of the state of Wash- 
ington, He alone of all the crew was saved 
-allwe, and for months he regretted that fact. 
In the hardships he endured he lost several 
toes from frostbites and he just managed to 
live by killing small birds and animals. 

Finally he came to own the land on which 
he was cast and eventually he found himself 
as one of the founders of Seattle and rich. 
When he died his heirs could not be found. 
Some lawyers, after months of tireless in- 
quiry, discovered two, the old woman in the 
Cork slum and a poor Dublin artisan, Ed- 
ward Corcoran. 


Without much difficulty they secured from 
the two signatures to agreements, giving 
up half the fortune if their claim were es- 

tablished through the efforts of the lawyers. 
Then attorneys went to work and fér 
#ix months they labored on the case. They 
dug through documents and traced the fami- 
ly.of the dead man back far enough to 
‘tablish their claims. They even had 
graves of his father and mother opened to 
get the Inscription on the name plates of the 
coffins, 

Finally they were successful and the 
United States Supreme court decided that 
the two old people in Ireland were the lawful 
heirs of ,the estate. Hannah Callaghan be- 
came too greatly bewildered to know what 
had happened to her. Corcoran immediate- 

y began a contest to have the agreement 
of signed in favor of the lawyers set aside 
and get possession o7 all the estate. In this 
he has not been successful and none of his 
acquaintances hope that he will be.

w othe business world, the fate of the 
us communication does not 
hang long in the balance. It belongs 
to the outcast and the unclean of ephe- 
literature.

{nto the waste basket, giving it no other 
| t than that it isa discarded thing, not 
y of the time that it has taken in con- 
ion. 
In the police department of Chicago, how- 
, the anonymous letter, purporting to set 
police upon a clew to orime, is at once 
most important and the most untrust- 
thy of “tips.” It is for this reason that,- 
between the genuine letter and the dozens 
other letters prompted by every possibile 
tive om the part of the writérs, the anony- 
7 communication is something that the 
police Gepartment must take always in al' 
wiousness, no matter how clearly the judg- 
gent of a Sherlock Holmes might declare 
t to be a mere bit of spitework. For, 
ely enough, mere spitework in a letter 
sf the kind may result in ome of the most 
mportant captures in a year’s history of 
police work. 

There are two reasons why the police 
ip by mail should be anonymous; these are 
pot all, but they are sufficient: In one case 
man who is a resident of a district where 
p and criminals are bred, finds that he 
yeeds the protection of the police depart- 
ment against the operations of certain des- 
ate men.

Women Learn to 


Get Off the Car. 


? 


HICAGO women have learned the les- 
son of dismounting from.street cars 
properly in the last two years, and 
where there were ten reports in the 
records of the police department bear- 

ing upon accidents caused by women step- 
ping off backward from street cars two years 
ago there are now only four. The policemen 
who are detailed on patrol wagon and am- 
bulance service declare that the change is 
due to the conductors of the many traction 
lines, who have made it a rule to warn all 
women passengers who start to leave a car 
when it is in motion. 

The many women who are employedin the 
downtown district learned the lesson first, 
and through them those who never visit the 
retail district except,to shop have picked up 
the advice given their working _ sisters. 
Strangers in Chicago have remarked upon 
the deliberation shown by Chicago women 
in leaving street cars, and one of the features 
of traction service in this city that strikes 
the outsider is the large number of women 
who have become expert both in mounting 
and dismounting a moving cable or electric 


n, 
“Wait Till the Car Stops.” 
Three years ago there was hardly a day 

passed but every patrol wagon was called 

into service at least once In twenty-four 
hours to care for a woman who had fallen as 

a result of stepping the wrong way in leaving 

a@ moving car. ‘The conductors of the street 

railway lines unwittingly fell into the habit 

of calling out ‘‘ Wait until the car stops ’”’ 
when a woman arose to leave the vehicle. 

Then came the time honored joke about a 
woman aiways stepping off a car while facing 
the direction opposite that in which the train 
was moving. This joke soon became a slur 
to every woman, and as a result of it, coupled 
with instructions from conductors, it has died 
a natural death, and the accident due to in- 
dlecretion has @most become a thing of the 
past. 

A canvass of the conductors on the lines 
running downtown showed that there are 
but few accidents due to women dismounting 
cars improperly. The bluecoats who take 
nickels were loath to claim the credit for the 
change, but to them it is undoubtedly due. 
One conductor who runs on the North Clark 
street cable line is frequently spoken of by 
his passengers as the tutor of women car 
riders. it is said of him that no woman 
leaves his car unless he is on the foot board 
beside her at the time, and for four years his 
record has been clear of accidents due to dis- 
mounting the wrong way. 


Learn to Jump on Moving Car. 
With the passing of accidents from this 
cause has come the habit of many women not 
to wait for a car to stop when they want to 
board it. It is a common sight to see women 
lined along the street car tracks in the early 
morning waiting for a car to pass on the way 
downtown. In every group there is at least 
one who wants to ride on the grip car. She 
makes her way further from the street inter- 
section than her sisters, and gauges the point 
where she thinks the grip will stop. ' 

In many instances her judgment proves tin- 
true, and rather than miss the coveted seat 
many a fair sister draws her skirts clear of 
her feet, and giving the body the motion of 
the car, grasps the handrail] and lands one 
foot securely on the passing footboard. 
Then with a swing like her brothers she steps 
on to the car and seats herself. With this 
class the same careless abandon of men in 
dismounting is displayed. As she arises to 
leave the car she swings her skirt absolutely 
free of the runbd&&ird, and with a dainty pull 
she raises it high enough to avoid it catching 
her foot as she steps down from the car. 

While gripmen and conductors frown upon 
women getting the boarding ”’ habit the 
girls who are adept at the feat smile and step 
on and off the car in spite of the speechiess 
warning of the crew ofthetrain. And it is 
a noteworthy fact that few, if any, accidents 
have happened as a result of these erstwhile 
students of the conductors in leaving a mov- 
ing cable train. 


Short Skirts Taught the Lesson. 
The employés of the street railway com- 
panies declare that the short skirt that was 
two years ago the style is to a great degree 
responsible for the alertness of women of 
today stepping on and off moving cars. The 
traction employés say that the habit was 
formed in the short skirt days, and when 
the longer garment succeeded to walking 
skirt it was but a day or so before the wearer 
of the new style had adapted herself to life 
ing the long skirt to a point where the short- 
er skirt had been. 

The wives of traction employés havespread 
the habit of leaving a street car in the right 
way. Other women who ride with them 
get their instructions from the wife of the 
conductor. And the instructions thus given 
have become a formed habit from which the 


fair passengers seldom deviate. Of the vast 


army of women workers who come down- 
town during the rush hours of the morning 
it is estimated that at least 10 per cent of 
them have learned to mount the passing cars 
at any point along the train where there 
is a vacant seat. And the same rule holds 
good when a woman does not want to pass 
a dry crossing and have to step off in a mud- 
hole ten feet beyond the corner where she 
wants to leave the car. 

Men who follow the fashions of the day see 
in the habit a large field for accidents when 
the tight fitting skirt again becomes the rage. 
These men say that the tight skirt, if it éver 
becomes the “ proper”’ thing later in life, 
will be an incumbrance to the woman who 
leaves or boards a moving car. The skirt is 
liable to trip the most adept woman, and as 
a result the ratio of accidents that existed 
in Chicago three years ago is likely to re- 
turn. Conductors do not agree with these 
forecasters, however.

There 
is perhaps not to be found in the entire city a better illustra- 
tion of extremes than is presented in comparison of the Lake 
mansions and uninterrupted view of lake scenery, and dirty 
little DeKoven street, hidden away on the southwest side of 
the city, with rows of squalid frame residences lining it on 
either side, and the smoke of tall, busy factories closing in on 
it day and night.

Steam must 
therefore be handled with a great deal of care, and in the 
case of face steaming it may be t+ act said that steam 
must not be handled at all. — 

Use the steam more carefully than though it were hot wa- 
ter. Employ it merely to heat the face. To do this set upon a 
small stove a basin of water, and when the water has come 


‘to a boiling point arrange the apparatus in some way so that 
the steam can be conducted to the face, not direetly, but in- 


directly. 


A simple method is that of making a cone with a towel and 


placing it over the face. The cone is now placed so that its 
large end is over the boiling water and the steam is slowly 
conducted to the skin. | 


Steaming the Skin. 


Deo not get teo close to the pan of water and do not make 
the cone too tight. Let it be a ventilated cone, as it were, with 
plenty of chance for the air to get through and cool the steam. 
The description is roundabout, but you will get the idea. 

Now, with this simple set of apparatus you go to work and 
get the face heated. You will get yourself in a perspiration at 
the same time, but if you are going to get a good complexion 
it will not take you long to find out that heat is the secret of 
beauty. 

Professional beauties will tell you that they find heat and 
grease to be the two charms or tricks by which they not only 
preserve their good looks but really improve the skin from 
day today. You can do nothing unless you clear the skin, and 
to clear it you must get it warm so that the pores will open. 
Then you can wash out the dirt. This is not entirely pretty, 
but it is really a fact. : 

When you-have steamed your face take a good cake of 
soap and some clear hot water and wash your face. Don't 
use cheap soap. Cheap things are seldom good, and in the 
ease of soap never so. Soap is made up of various ingredients 
more or less expensive and the best comes high. If you should 
actually spend 50 cents upon a cake of soap you would not be 


extravagant, and if you are extremely dainty you will raise 


the price. 

At the same time there are good soaps that cost less. The 
names cannot be given here for obvious reasons, but you can 
t- ke a clear cheap oil soap, or a castile soap and melt it, add- 
ing pure olive ofl to it. You can scent it with a few drops 
of oil of rose geranium, or oil of lavender, or attar of rose, and 
then you can recake it by pouring it Into a mold. ; 


Study Your Skin. 


The use of the soap known as green soap is not to be recom- 
mended unless you have a rough cuticle. There is a great 
difference in the texture of the skin in people, as well as in 
that of other animals, and while some skin will stand the

A towel heated in the oven can be placed over the face if 


it feels raw. A good cold cream fs an excellent substitute for 
oll of sweet almonds, and to make ft get from the drug store 
an ounce of cold cream and me!t it in a double boiler. Add to 
it an equal amount of oil of mutton, which Is simply mutton 
tallow melted, You can try out the mutton ofl for yourself, if 


“you understand the use of a frying pan. Be careful that it 


does not scorch, or you will have the whole thing brown, and 
though a brown cold cream is just as beneficial as a white 
one it is not so acceptable. 


Parisian Method of Steaming. 


The Paris beauty specialists stop at the steaming point 
and apply hot cloths to the neck and to the face. They are 
wet, being taken out of boiling water and run through a 
wringer. They are then placed upon the face and the flatiron 
is laid next to them, 

There is a good chance here to take the skin off of your 
face, and in your ardor to get a good skin it is the most natur- 


._ al thing in the world to do, but it would be ne harm to use a 


little judgment with the flatiron, and if it feels hot to the face 
by_ all means hold it a little farther away.

Answers to Correspondents. 


Q.—WIIl!l you kindly tell me what will remove brown spots, 
which I have had from birth? I have large, ugly. brown 
blotches all over my forehead. Mrs. GEORGE A. 

A.—I think the marks you mention are not birthmarks but 
are liver spots. Did they not begin to develop when you were 
half grown? If they are birthmarks you will have to blister 
them off. But if they are liver spots you can remove them by 
taking a liver tonic. Try sulphur in port wine taken once a 
day. Or, perhaps, as it is summer time, you can make a dan- 
delion extract. 

- Q.—What will take a growth of hair from the lip? I have 
a growth which treubles me. Will you Kindly answer as soon 
as possible? Mrs. Ray. 

A.—To take a mild growth of hair from the upper lip the 
electric needle is the best thing. But, as it is expensive, you 
may not want to try it. If the growth is heavy and bristly 
you can go to work with the tweezers. It will not take you 
any longer than the electric needle, and you can surely pull 
out twenty hairs a day, which is all the needle would do. 

Q.—My upper lip is covered with down. I am greatly dis- 
tressed about it. Is there any way to remove it except by 
electricity ? ELLA F. 
| A.—For the downy lip, if the down is soft and abundant, 
the pumice treatment is best. Make a lotion consisting of hot 
water and ammonia, using just a few drops of ammonia.

BUFFET 


ROF. L. B. EASTON of the Austin High school 
has turned carpenter and spends most of his 
spare time and odd hours in the basement of 
his lately purchased home, 123 South Prairie 
avenue, making colonial style furniture for his 
library and dining room. His workmanship 
has excited the admiration of curious friends 
and students until the craze for antique furnish- 


ings has driven several youths in Austin and Oak Park to 


working overtime fitting up dens and even bedrooms. 

After an examination of the chairs and porch swing the 
visitor Invariably requests to see the workshop in which such 
furniture was constructed. However, a Keen disappointment 
is noted when a review of the basement shows'no signs of 
scroll saws, tool chests, or queer looking devices seen in the 
usual carpenter shops. A few plain quarter sawWed oak boards, 
a small glue pot, one hand saw, a hammer, and a dry stain- 
ing brush compose the makeup of the shop. 

= Where are all your tools? Who taught you kow to make 
such perfect joints?” the visitor usually asks. These ques- 
tions are answered only with a smile. The professor tells 
you of a grandfather who was a cabinetmaker in Haverhill, 
Mass., and during his happy moments made coffins. Five 
generations back his great great grandfather, George Carr, 
was the ship carperiter on the Mayflower. 

The collection includes desk chair, porch table. a swinging 
davenport, buffet, and a library table, besides a ten foot book 
case. Sixteen hours a day were spent during July and August 
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fitting up his study, and the professor feels that he has furni- 
ture which every schoolteacher of his means would not be able 
to purchase. 4 

The swinging davenport is one of the most attractive pieces 
of work. It is six feet by thirty inches. The posts are three 
by three inches and thirty inches high, jointed together with 
two one-half inch boards six feet long and six inches wide, 
corded with half inch manila rope. A twelve pound cushion 
covers the rope, making an éxceptionally easy seat. The 
whoje is swung from the ceiling by means of hand made 
chains and ornamental irons, pounded out by a blacksmith 
hand made nails with heads a half inch square. The frame 
work is joined with hickory pins. The davenport can be 
swung in eighteen inches of room and has a perfect rocking 
chair movement. Speaking of his work and antijue furnish- 
ings, the professor says: | 

‘* Art and uniqueness of design come from the constructed 
rather than from the art side. Couches should be made for 
pleasure and conversation rather than repose. There has 
been a return In recent years to colonia! or. rather, medieval 
designs of the last century, and the test of good workman- 
ship in seats and small pieces of furniture is in its lightness 
well seasoned lumber, with perfect fitting mortices, and with 
the material solid, with as few cross bars as possible. Art in 
work, Originality in design, together with construction, wi}! 
make furniture last forever.” 


Prof. Easton has taught natural philoso 
ophy in the Austin 
High sehool for the last four years. He was graduated from

A.—You must not use soap to remove the crayon dust. 
You will ruin your face and get it so dry and scaly that the 
dust will cling to it worse than ever. When compelled to 
wash your face take a skin food and bathe your face with it. 
For this purpose take one ounce of sweet almend ol! and half 
an ounce of melted white vaseline. Mix together and add a 
quarter of an ounce of spermaceti. Use this after school, and 
after using it dust the face with a good face powder. 

Q.—What is the quickest way to take warts off the hands? 

GRACE. 

A.—Warts can be removed by cutting them off or shaving 
them with a good razor. Dip the razor in an antiseptic fluid, 
or heat it to destroy germs. A bit of sulphur, or the head ofa 
match, can be laid upon the wart and lighted. Knock off the 
sulphur as soon as it has burned down to the flesh. It will 
not be painful if you are careful. Se

The influences of the manual training system im the 
schools of the country, together with the interest that has 
been revived in restoring antique furniture, have done much 
to attract young people to the art of cabinet work and finish- 
ing. Time was when cabinet work was a black art, so far 
as its mysteries were concerned. The detail of applying @ 
wood filler, the oiling process, the use of powdered pumice 
stone, and the intricacies of making a satinwood polish for @ 
piece of quarter sawed oak that should have no varnish fin- 
ish, the taking off of a coating of cracked varnish, the substl- 
tution of the “ dead ” oil finish—all these were for the cabinet 
maker, and a few of them for his apprentice after his second 
year of apprenticeship. 


Today there are women who ask nothing of the furniture 
polisher when it comes to the refinishing of the finest of 
parlor furniture. The present affectation of the “dead” Sil 
ish has given an impulse to many of these amateurs, who have 
Ured of varnish. It is possible to take a piece of furniture 
that iorty years ago simply was massive and shiny with va?- 
nish and make it something that the finisher of the times 
had not dreamed of. The polish on some of the fine old €0 
lonial pieces that have come down to the present generation 
in Chicago is something that the finisher in the original coulé 
not approach, and yet the work has been done by persons 
who, in many cases, have had no technical or apprenticed 
knowledge of the work. 
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HERE is a broad gulf of-inconsistency between 
the advice actresses who achieve renown are 
accustomed to shower upon young women with 
stage aspirations and the results they accom- 
plish in direeting the footsteps of their own 
daughters. It may be that this conspicuous 
fact is due’ more to the willfulness of the 
daughters than to any lack of consistency or 
interest on the part of the mothers, but the fact remains that 


“in several instances at least the mantle of stage popularity 


has descended from mother‘ to daughter without losing one 
bit of-its. brilliancy. . 


It is often pointed out as a characteristic of the American 


youth that his inclinations and talents lie along widely diver~ 
gent lines from the path beaten down by the footsteps of his 
father. If the sire is a lawyer the son is as apt as not to 
choose railroading as his life occupation. But this diversity 
of heredity is far less applicable to the @tage than to any 
other professional calling, and. the tendency to conform to 
the inbred ambitions of a confirmed “ theatrical family ”’ 
seems to be even more acutely developed among the daugh- 


ters than the sons. of actresses. 


Kept in the Background. 

Women of the stage are intensely interesting to a large 
portion of the publig¢, Likewise the children of stage women» 
create a good deal of\ curiosity in the minds of many people 
for the reason that they do not share the fame and renown 
of their mothers—at least not until they do something or get 
old enough to attract attention toward themselves. As a 
rule the ildren of actresses are hidden away in some se- 
cluded educational institution until they grow to be young 
men and young women and either enter. upon stage careers or 
branch out into some other line. 7 | 

Some theatrical mothers, many of them, in fact, are much 
against the idea of their children taking to the stage. Like- 
wise they advise other people’s children against a stage 
career, yet in both instances the words of counsel are fre- 
quently misplaced. There are; however, a great many stage 
women, belonging to theatrical families several generations 
of which have figured in theatrical life, who =ncourage and 
develop any histrionic talent their little ones may display. 
But Lillian Russell is not one of these. She has kept her 
20 year old daughter, “ Dawtie,”” who is now studying in 
Europe, from participation in theaters or theatricals of any 
sort, and has sought rather to surround her with home in- 
fluences of the most wholesome gort. 

The young woman is now studying in Europe. The Con- 
vent of the Angels in New Jersey sheltered her from earliest

middie ages by tearing down great stretches of wall to obtain 
building materials for their towers, the amphitheater remains, 
an impressive structure. A part of her Roman walls Arles has 
also preserved, and the ruins of her ancient theater, wherein 
was found the famous Venus of Arles, which the Louvre now 
possesses. More interesting still, amid these ashes of a by- 
gone splendof, thefe is @ living ember of Roman life and 
thought in the beauty and spirit of the fair Arlesian women. 
Here alone, of all the cities of the world, can be found the an- 
tique Roman type of womanhood; here the Lydias, the Phyrras, 
the Lalages of Horace—Roman muses all, despite their Gre- 
clan cognomens—still intoxicate the senses as hopelessly as 
when in the reign of Augustus the Latin bard toasted them in 
Sabine wine. 

In every supple line, in every handsome feature the woman 
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of Arles is Roman: in her nobility of bearing likewise, in the 
rare charm of her manner, in her conversational vivacity. 
From out her frame of quaint Provence she stands forth much 
as Andrew Lang’s Helen of Troy stepped into view from out 
her fragrant bower— 
“The fairest lady of tmmortal line, 
Like morning when the rosy dawn doth flower.”’ 

Some there are who would impute to her a Saracenic birth- 
right, because of the Moorish traditions of her native land. 
Yet she is quite unlike the languid Andalusion or the heavy 
houri of indolent Morocco. Like the climate of her country, 
she is capricious, passionate, charming. She knows the zest 
of living; her interest in the life about her never grows dull. 
She takes part. in ali the merry customs of her province. The 
rapid measure of the farandole she trips with an abandon as 


unrestrained, if lighter, than that with which the Neapolitan 
maiden sways the tarantelle. She attends the Sunday bullfight 
held at the old Roman arena with all the eagerness of her 
Spanish cousin, ready to applaud the bloodiest outrages which 
the French law permits to the bull ring; ready to mourn as 
hero a slaughtered matador if perchance one falls, as in the 
fatal fight of 1994. Finally, she is feminine, with no aspiration 
outside her woman's sphere, content to be heralded for her 
beauty and for her charming taste in dress. 

Her costume is as famous as her comeliness and receives 
her most assiduous attention. Her weekday gown is donned 
as carefully as her gala robe and is scarcely less ornate, if 
less luxurious. On feast days or the Sabbath her attire is a 
marvel of delicate art. Above her simple plaited fichu a second 
one of fine lace crosses on her bosom, fastened by a massive

golden brooch, which, like the large gold pendants in her ears, 
is usually an h-irloom, The ribbon that Dinds up the heavy 
masses of her hair stands out from her head in one or two 
knots with a .tiffmess that shows excellence of quality. Her 
full, round sil« a skirt is as rich and rustling as her purse 
allows. 

Her you. .fuicess she retains, as she retains her coquetry, 
to n amazing age. Some writers, standing surprised before 
th tarvel, ascribe it to her skill in dancing, agreeing evident- 
! vit» tae American psychologist, Prof. G. Stanley Hall of 
Ci... university, who recently in a lecture at the University 
of Chicago recommended the terpsichorean art as a presefva- 
tive of youth. It is more likely that a happy combination of 
climate and temperament works the miracie. Perhaps the fact 
that the maid of Arles is satisfied to be man’s superior tnstead 
of striving to be his equal has something to do with it. 

The women of Arles have furnished inspiration for both 
poet and painter. Again and again the Troubadours saluted 
her with verse; and in “ Mireio”’ Mistral gives her to us as 
a lofty type of maidenliness—a girl who would not at her pa- 
rents’ will wed contrary to her heart, preferring to keep faith 
with the humble lover of her choice with a devotion that ended 
in her early death. It is this same noble woman whom Got 
shows us, though in depicting her as giving alms in leaving 
church he puts her against a background which is intended to 
meet his own artistic idea! instead of the demands of Mistral’s 
narrative. 

It is noteworthy that the Arlesiar woman's prototype of 
classic beauty, the Venus of Arles, has also pointed the 
phrases of a writer’s pen. No less a person than Prosper Mé- 
rimée, author of Carmen” and of * Colomba,”’ librarian of 
the Emperor Napoleon's private library, wrote a story called 
“ The Venus of Llle,” whose plot was really woven about the 
celebrated Venus of Arles. 

The woman of Arles is Aries itself. The ancient Coliseum 
gains in interest because she graces its arena on festal days. 
The Street of Tombs is more attractive as her evening prome- 
nade than because Dante wrote of it: 

* Long sepulchres deform the funeral fleld.”
